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THE PREFACE. 



IT hath been the wisdom of the 
Church of England, ever since 
the first compiling of her Publick 
Liturgy, to keep the mean between 
the two extremes, of too much stiff- 
ness in refusing, and of too much easi- 
ness in admitting any variation from 
it. For, as on the one side common 
experience sheweth, that where a 
change hath been made of things ad- 
visedTy established (no evident neces- 
sity so requiriDg) sundry inconveni- 
ences have thereupon ensued ; and 
those many times more and greater 
than the evils, that were intended to be 
remedied by such change : So on the 
other side, the particular Forms of 
Divine worship, and the Rites and 
Ceremonies appointed to be used 
therein, being tilings in their own na- 
ture indifferent, and alterable, and so 
acknowledged; it is but reasonable, 
that upon weighty and important con- 
siderations, according to the varions 
exigency of times and occasions, such 
changes and alterations sliould be 
made therein, as to those that are in 
place of Authority should from time 
to time seem either necessary or ex- 
|>edient. Accordingly we find, that 
in the Reigns of several Princes of 
blessed memory since the Reforma- 
tion, the Church, upon just and 
weighty considerations her thereunto 
moving, hatli yielded to make such 
alterations in some particulars, as in 
tiieir respective times were thought 
convenient : Yet so, as that the main 
Body and Essentials of it (as well in 
the chiefest materials, as in the frame 
and order thereof) have still continued 
the same imto this day, and do yet 
stand firm and unshaken, notwith- 
standing all the vain attempts and im- 
petuous assaults made against it, by 
such men as are given to change, and 
have always discovered a greater re- 
gard to their own private fancies and 
interests, than to that duty they owe 
to the publick. 

By what undue means, and for what 
mischievops purposes the use of the 
Liturgy (though enjoined by tlie Laws 
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of the Land, and those Laws never 
yet repealed) came, during the late 
unhappy confusions, to be discon- 
tinued, is too well known to the world, 
and we are not willing here to remem- 
ber. But when, upon His Majesty's 
happy Restoration, it seemed pro- 
bable, that, amongst other things, tlie 
use of the Liturgy would abo return 
of course (the same having never been 
legally abolished) unless some timely 
means were used to prevent it ; those 
men who under the late usurped 
powers had made it a great part of 
tlieir business to render the people dis- 
affected thereunto, saw themselves in 
point of Reputation and Interest con- 
cerned (unless they would freely ac* 
knowledge themselves to have erred, 
which such men are very hardly 
brought to do) with their utmost en- 
deavours to hinder the restitution 
thereof. In order whereunto divers 
Pamphlets were publbhed against the 
Book of Common Prayer, the old 
Objections mustered up, vnth the ad- 
dition of some new ones, more than 
formerly had been made, to make the, 
number swell. In fine, great impor- 
tunities were used to His Sacred Ma- 
jesty, that the said Book might be re- 
vised, and such Alterations therein, 
and Additions thereunto made, as 
should be thought requisite for the 
ease of tender Consciences : whereunto 
His Majesty, out of his pious inclina- 
tion to give satisfaction (so far as could 
be reasonably expected) to all his sub- 
jects of what persuasion soever, di<l 
graciously condescend. 

In which review we have endea- 
voured to observe the like moderation, 
as we find to have been used hi the 
like case in former tunes. And there- 
*fore of the sundry alterations pro- 
posed unto us, we have rejected all 
such as were either of dangerous con- 
sequence (as secretly striking at some 
established Doctrine, or laudable Prac* 
tice of the Church of England, or 
indeed of the whole Catliolioc Church 
of Christ) or else of no consequence 
at all, but utterly frivolous and vain,* 
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But fluch alterations at were tendered 
to us (by what persons, under what 
pretenoes^ or to what purpose soever 
tendered) as seemec^to us m any de- 
gree requisite or expedient, we have 
willingly, and of our own accord as- 
sented unto : not enforced so to do by 
any strength of Argument, convinaing 
us of the necessity of maldns the said 
Alterations: For we are fully per- 
suaded in our judgements (and we here 
profess it to the world) that tlie Book, 
as it stood before established by Law, 
doth not contain in it any thing con- 
trary to the Word of God, or to sound 
Doctrine, or which a godly man may 
not with a good Conscience use and 
submit unto, or which is not fau^y de- 
fensible against any that shall oppose 
the same ; if it shall be allowed such 
just and favourable construction as in 
common Equity ought to be allowed 
to all human Writings, eroecially such 
as are set forth by Autlionty, and even 
to the very best translations of tlie 
lioK Scripture itself. 

Our general aim therefore in this 
imdertaking was, not to gratify thb or 
that party in any their unreasonable 
deinaiids ; but to do that, which to 
our best understandings we conceived 
might most tend to the preservation of 
Peace and Unity in the Church; the 
procuring of Reverence, and exciting 
of Piety and Devotion in the publick 
Worship of God ; and the cutting off 
occasion from them that seek occa- 
sion of cavil or quarrel against the 
Liturgy of the Church. And as to 
the several variations from the fonner 
Book, whether by Alteration, Addi- 
tion, or otherwise, it shall suffice to 
give this general account. That most 
of the Alterations were made, either 
first, for the better direction of them 
that are to officiate in any part of 
Divine Service ; which is chiefly done 
in the Calendars and Kubricks : Or 
secondly, for the more proper express- 
mg of some words or phrases of an- 
cient usage in terms more suitable to 
the language of the present times, and 
tba dearer explanation of some other 



words and phrases, tliat were either of 
doubtful signiiicatioD, or otherwise 
liable to misconstruction : Or thirdly, 
for a more perfect rendering of sndi 
portions of holy Scripture, as are in- 
serted into the Liturgy ; which, in tlie 
Epistles and Gospels eq>eciaily» and 
in sundry otlier places, are now order- 
ed to be read according to the last 
Translation : and that it was thought 
convenient, that some Prayers and 
Thanksgivings, fitted to special oc- 
casions, should be added in their dne 
places ; particularly for those at Sea, 
together with an Office for the Baptism 
of such as are of riper years : which, 
although not so necessary when the 
former Book was compiled, yet by the 
growth of Anabaptism, through the 
licentiousness of the late times crept 
in amongst us, is now become neces- 
sary, and may be alii-ays useful for the 
baptizing of Natives in our Phinta- 
tions, and others converted to the 
Faith. If any man, who shall de- 
sire a more particular account of 
the several Alterations in any part 
of the Liturgy, shall take the pains 
to compare the present Book with 
tlie former; we doubt not but the 
reason of the change may easily 
appear. 

And having thus endeavoured tci 
discharge our duties in this weighty 
affiiir, as in the sight of God, and to 
approve our sincerity therein (so far as 
lay in us) to the consciences of all 
men ; although we know it impossible 
(in such variety of apprehensions, hu- 
mours, and interests, as are in tlie 
worid) to please all; nor can expect 
that men of factious, peevish, and per- 
verse spirits sliould be satined with 
anything that can be done in thb 
kind by any other than themselves: 
Yet we have good hope, that what is 
here presented, and hath been by the 
Convocations of both Provinces with 
great diligence examined and approv- 
ed, vrill be also well accepted and ap- 
proved by all sober, peaceable, and 
truly conscientious Sons of the Clmrck 
of Engkmd* 
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THERE was never anything bv 
the wit of man so well devised, 
or so sure estaUished, which in conti- 
ntiance of time hath not been corrupt- 
ed: As^ among other things, it may 
plainly appear by the Common Pray- 
ers in the Church, commonly called 
ZHmne Service. The first original and 
ground whereof if a man would search 
out by the ancient Fathers, he shall 
find, that the same was not ordained 
but ef a good purpose, and for a 
great advancement of godliness. For 
they so ordered the matter, that all 
the whole Bible (or the greatest part 
thereof) should be read over once 
cveiy year; intending thereby, tliat 
the Clergy, and e«>ecisdly such as were 
Ministers in the (congregation, should 
(by often reading, and meditation in 
God's word) be stirred up to godli- 
ness themselves, and be more able to 
exhort othera by wholesome Doctrine, 
and to confute them tliat were adver- 
saries to the Truth ; and further, that 
the peoji^e (by daily hearing of holy 
Scripture read in the Church) might 
Gontrauallv profit more and more in 
the knowledge of God, and be the 
more inflamed with the love of his 
true Religion. 

But t^se many vears passed, this 
godly and decent order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been so altered, broken, 
and neglected, by planting in uncertain 
Stories, and Legends, with multitude 
of Reiqponds, Verses, vain Repetitions, 
Commemorations, and Synoaals ; that 
commonly when any Book of the 
Bible was begun, after three or four 
Chapters were read out, all the rest 
were uaread. And in this sort the 
Book of Jsaiak was begun in Advent ^ 
and the Book oi Genesis in Septua- 
gmm^ : but they were only begun, 
and never read through : After like 
sort were other Books of holy Scrip- 
ture used. And moreover, whereas 
St. PmU would* have such language 
spoken to the people in tlie Church* 
as tbev wight understand, and have 
profit by hearing the same ; The Ser- 
not m tUs Church of Englmtd these 
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many years hath been read in Latin 
to the people, which they understand 
not; so that they have heard with 
their ears only, iftid their heart, spirit, 
and mind, have not been edified there- 
by. And furthermore, notwithstand- 
ing that the ancient Fathers have di- 
vide*d the Psalms into seven Portions, 
whereof every one was called a NoC' 
turn: Now of late time a few of 
tltem have been daily said, and the 
rest utterly omitted. Moreover, the 
number and hardness of the Rules 
called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the Service, was the 
cause, that to turn the Book only >\as 
so hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more business 
to find out what should be read, than 
to read it when it was found out. 

These inconveniences therefore 
considered, here is set forth such an 
Order, whereby the same shall be re- 
dressed. And for a readiness in thii 
matter, here is drawn out a Calendar 
for that purpose, which is plain and 
easy to be understood; wherein (so 
much as may be) the reading of holy 
Scripture is so set forth, that all things 
shall be done in order, without break- 
ing one piece from another. For thb 
cause be cut off Anthems, Responds, 
Invitatories, and such like thmgs as 
did break the continual course of the 
reading of the Scripture. 

Yet, because there b no remedy, 
but that of tiecessity there must be 
some Rules; therefore certain Rules 
are here set forth ; which, as they are 
few in number, so they are plain and 
easy to be understood. So that here 
you have an Order for Prayer, and 
for the reading of the holy Scripture, 
much agreeable to the mind ann pur- 
pose of the old Fatliers, and a great 
deal more profitable and commodious, 
than that which of late was used. It 
b more profitable, because here are 
left out many tilings, whereof some 
are untrue, some uncertain, some vain 
and superstitious ; and nothing b or- 
dained to be read, but the veiy pure 
Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or 
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that which is agreeable to the same ; 
and that id sucli a Language and Older 
as is most easy anc^pkiin for the un- 
derstanding both of the Readers and 
Hearers. It b also more commodi- 
ous, both for the shortness thereof, 
and for tlie plainness of the Order, 
and for that the Rules be few and 
eas}'. 

And whereas heretofore tliere hath 
been great diversity in saving and 
singing in Churches within this Reahn ; 
some following Salisbury Use, some 
Hereford Use, and some the Use of 
JBangar, some of York, some of Lin- 
€6in; now from henceforth all the 
whole Reahn sliali have but one 
•Use. 

And forasmuch as nothing can )m; 
10 plainly set forth, but doubts may 
arise in the use and practice of the 
same ; to appease all such diversity (if 
any arise) and for the resolution of all 
doubts, concerning the manner how 
to understand, do, and execute, the 
thmgs contained in this Book; the 
parties that so doubt, or diversly take 
any tiling, shall alway resort to the 
Bishop of the Diocese, who by his 
discretion shall take order for the 
quieting and appeasing of the same ; 



so that the same order be not con- 
trary to any thing contained in this 
Book. And if the Bishop of the 
Diocese be in doubt, tlien he may 
send for the resolution thereof to tlie 
Archbishop. 

THOUGH it be appointed. That 
all things shall be read and sung 
in the Church in Kie English Tongue, 
to the end that the congregation may 
be thereby edified ; yet it is not 
meant, but that when men say Morn- 
ing and Eveuing Prayer privately, they 
may say the same in any language that 
they themselves do understand. 

And all Priests and Deacons are to 
say daily the Morning and Evening 
Prayer either privately or openly, not 
being let by sickness, or some other 
urgent cause. 

And the Curate that ministereth in 
every Parish-Church or Chapel, being 
at home, and not being otherwise rea- 
sonably hindered, shall say the same 
in the Parish-Church or Chape! where 
he ministereth, and shall cause a Bell 
to be tolled thereunto a convenient 
time before he begin, that tffie people 
may come to hear God's Word, and 
to pray with him. 
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OF such Ceremonies as be used in 
the Church, and have had their 
beginning by the institution of man, 
some at the first were of godly intent 
and purpose devised, and yet at length 
turned to vanity and superstition : 
ik>me entered into the Church by un- 
discreet devotion, and such a zeal as 
was without knowledge ; and for be- 
cause they were winked at in the be- 
ginning, they grew daily to more and 
more abuses, which not only for their 
unprofitableness, but also because they 
have mudi blinded the people, and 
obscured the glory of God, are worthy 
to be cut. away, and clean rejected : 
other there be, which although they 
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have been devised by man, yet it is 
thought good to reserve them still, as 
well for a decent order in the Church, 
(for the which they were first devised) 
as because they pertain to edification, 
whereunto all things done - in - the 
Church (as the Apostle teacbeth) 
ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omit- 
ting of a Ceremony, in itself con- 
sidered, b but a small thing ; yet the 
wilful and contemptuous transgression 
and breaking of a common onier and 
discipline b no small offence before 
God, Let all things be done amat^ 
pou, saith St. Pam, in a seemfy m^ 
due &rder: The appointment of the 
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which order pcrtaiiictli not to private 
men ; therefore no man ought to take 
in hand, .nor presume to appoint or 
alter any pubhck or common Order 
in Christ's Church, except he be law- 
fully called and authorized thereunto. 

And whereas \\\ this our time, the 
minds of men are so diverse, that 
some think it a great matter of con- 
science to depart from a piece of the 
least of their Ceremonies, they he so 
addicted to their old customs ; and 
again on the other side, some be so 
new-fangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and so despise the old, 
that nothing can like them, but that 
is new : it was thought expedient, not 
80 much to have respect how to please 
and satisfy either of these parties, as 
how to please God, and profit them 
both. And yet lest any man should 
be offended, whom good reason might 
atisfy, here be certain causes ren- 
deredf why some of the accustomed 
Ceremonies be put away, and some 
retained and kept still. 

Some. are put away, because the 
g[reat excess and multitude of tliem 
hath so increased in these latter days, 
that the burden of them was intolera- 
ble; whereof Saint Augustine in his 
time complamed, tliat tliey were 
grown to such a number, that the 
estate of Christian people was in 
worse case concerning that matter, 
than were the Jews. And he coun- 
selled that such yoke and burden 
should be taken away, as time would 
serve quietly to do it. But what 
would Saint Augustine have said^ if 
he had seen the Ceremonies of late 
days used among us ; whereunto the 
multitude used in hb time was not to 
be compared 1 "tliis our excessive mul- 
titude of Ceremonies was so great, 
and many of them so dark, tliat they 
did more ooofonnd and darken, than 
declare and setforth Christ's benefits 
unto us. And besides this, Christ's 
Gomel is not a Ceremonial Law» (as 
much of Mases^ Law wa^) but it is a 
Religioii to serve God» not in bond- 
^e of the figure or shadow, but m 
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emonies. 

the freedom of tlie Spirit; beiui^cou; 
tent only with those Ceremonies whicli 
do serve to a decent Order and godly 
Disciphne, and JLch as be apt to stir 
up the dull mind of man to the re- 
membrance of his duty to God, by 
some notable and specisd signification^ 
whereby he might be edincd. Fur- 
tliennore, the most weighty cause of 
the abolishment of certain Ceremo- 
nies was. That they were so far abused, 
partly by the superstitious blindness of 
tlie rude and unlearned, and partly 
by the unsatiable avarice of such at 
sought more their own 'lucre, than 
the glory of God, that the abuses 
could not well be taken away, the 
thing remaining stilL 

But now as concerning, those per^ 
sons, which pcradventure will be o^ 
fended, for that some of the old 
Ceremonies are retained still : If they 
consider that without some CeremoH- 
nies it is not possible to keep any 
Order, or quiet Discipline in the 
Church, tliey sludl easily perceive just 
cause to reform their judgements. And 
if tliey think much, that any of the 
old do remain, and would rather hay^ 
all devised anew: then such men 
granting some Ceremonies convenient 
to be had, surely where the old may 
be well used, tliere they cannot rea- 
sonably reprove the old only for their 
age, without bewraying of their own 
folly. For in such a case they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them 
tor tlieir antiquity, if they will declare 
themselves to be more studious of 
unity and concord, than of innovations 
and new-faneleness, which (as much 
as may be with true setting forth of 
Christ's ReUgion) is always to be es- 
chewed. Furthermore, such shall 
have no just cause with the Ceremo- 
nies reserved to be offended. For as 
tliose be taken away which were most 
abused, and did burden men's con- 
sciences without any cause ; so the 
other that remain, are retauied for a 
disciphne and order, which (upon just 
causes) may be altered and changedt 
and therefore are not to be esteemed 
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«qind witb Good's Law. And more- 
aver, they be neither daik nor dumb 
Ceiemoniesy but are so set forth, that 
every man mav understand what they 
do mean, and to what use they do 
•erve. So that it is not like that they 
in time to come should be abused as 
other have been. And in tliese our 
doings we condenm no other Nations, 
nor prescribe any thing but to our 
own people only: For we think it 



convenient that eveiy Country Aooid 
use such Ceremonies as thor flindl 
think best to the settmg forth of Godii 
honour and glory, imd to the re* 
ducing of the people to a most per- 
fect and godly living, without error or 
superstition ; and trot they shouki pot 
away other things, which from time to 
time they perceive to be most abused, 
as in men's ordinances it often chanoeth 
diversly in divers countries. 
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THE IMter shall be read through 
once every Month, as it is there 
tppomted, both for Morning and 
Evening Prayer. But in Febnuay 
h shall be read only to the twenty- 
eighth or twenty-ninth day of the 
Moqth. 

And, whereas Jmmary, March, 
9iay^ Juiy, August, October, and 
Deember have One-and-thirty days 
ipiece ; It is ordered, that the same 
I^ndms shall be read the last day of 
file said months, which were read the 
day before : So that tlie Psalter may 
b^lin agam the first day of the next 
Month ensuing. 

And, whereas the 119th Psalm is 
dBvided into twenty-two portions, and 



is over-long to be read at one time; 
It is so ordered, tliat at one time 
slmll not be read above four or fivt 
of the said portions. 

And at the end of every Psalm, and 
of every such part of the 1 ipdi Psalan 
shall be repeated tliis Hynm, 

Gioty be to the Father, and to tkg 
Son : and to the Hofy Ghoai; 

As it was in the beginning, it mow^ 
and ever shall be : uforld wUhoui end^ 
Amen. 

Note, that the Psalter foUowetli 
the Division of the Hebrews, and the 
Translation of the ^leat English Biiil^ 
set forth and used in the time of King 
Henry the Eighth, and Edward tht 
Sixth.

TH E Old Testament is appointed 
for the first Lessons at Morning 
ind Evenins Prayer ; so as the most 
part thereof will be read every year 
once, as in the Calendar is appointed. 

The New Testament is appointed 
for the second Lessons at Mommg and 
Evening Prayer, and shall be read 
over oraerly eveiy year thrice, besides 
tiie Epistles and Goqpeb ; except the 
Apocalypse* out of which there are 
only certain Proper Lessons appointed 
upon divers Feasts. 

And to know what Lessons shall be 
read evei^ day, look for the day of 
the Month in the Calendar following, 
and there ye shall find the Chapters 
that shall be read for the LeMons

Scripture is appointed to be read. 

both at Morning and Evening Prayer ; 
except only the Moveable Feast% 
which are not in the Calendar, and 
tlie Immoveable, where there is a 
blank left hi the Column of Lessons^ 
the Proper Lessons for all which days 
are to be found in the Table of Pro- 
per Lessons. 

And note, that whensoever Proper 
Psalms or Lmons are appointed ; theft 
the Psalms and Lessons of ordinary 
course appointed in the Psalter and 
Calendar (if they be difierent) shall be 
omitted for that time. 

Note also, that the Collect, Epistle* 
and Gknpel, appomted for the Sundaw 
shall serve all the week after, where it 
is not itt tUiBockothenviaeoffdeied.

GOD, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners 
spake in time past unto the 
fathers by the prophets, hadi- 
in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he 
hath appointed heir of all 
things, oy whom also he 
made the worlds ; who being 
the brightness of his glory,, 
and the express image of hm 
pei-son, and upholding all* 
things by the word of his 
power, when he had by himr 
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self purged our sins, sat down 
on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high; being made 
so much better than the an- 
gels, as he hath by inherit- 
ance obtained a more excel- 
lent name than they. For 
unto which of the angels said 
he at any time, Thou art my 
Son, this day have I begotten 
thee ? And again, I will be 
to him a Father, and he shall 
be to me a Son ? And again, 
when he bringeth in the first- 
begotten into the world, he 
saith, And let all the angels 
of God worship him. And 
of the angels he saith, Who 
maketh his angels spirits, and 
his ministers a flame of fire. 
But unto the Son he saith. 
Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever and ever; a sceptre of 
righteousness is the sceptre 
of thy kingdom : Thou nast 
loved righteousness, and hat- 
ed iniquity; therefore God, 
even thy God, hath anointed 
thee with the oil of gladness 
above thy fellows. And, 
Thou, Lord, in the begm- 
ning hast laid the foundation 
of the earth; and the hea- 
vens are the works of thine 
hands : they shall perish, but 
thou remainest ; and they all 
shall wax old as doth a gar- 
ment ; and as a vesture shalt 
thpu fold them up, and they 
shall be changea; but thou 
art the same, and thy years 
shall not fail. 
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The Gospel. St. John i. 1. 

IN the be^nning was the 
Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word Avas 
God. The same was in tlie 
beginning with God. All 
things were made by him; 
and without him was not any 
thin^ made that was made. 
In him was life, and the life 
was the liffht of men. And 
the light shineth in darkness, 
and the darkness compre- 
hended it not. There was a 
man sent from God, whose 
lame was John. The same 
came for a witness, to bear 
witness of the light, that all 
men through him might be- 
lieve. He was not that light, 
but was sent to bear witness 
of that light That was the 
true light, which lighteth 
every man that cometh into 
the world. He was in tlie 
world, and the world was 
made by him, and the world 
knew nim not. He came 
unto his own, and his own 
received him not. But as 
many as received him, to 
them gave he power to be- 
come tlie sons of God, even 
to them that believe on his 
Name : whicTi were bom, not 
of blood, nor of the will of 
die flesh, nor of the will of 
man, but of God. And the 
Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us Tand we be- 
held liis glory, tne glory as 
of the only-begotten of the 
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father) full of grace and 
truth. ^

When as his mother Mary 
was espoused to Joseph, be- 
fore they came tocher she 
was found with child of the 
Holy Ghodt Then Joseph 
her husband, being a just 
man, and not willing to make 
her a publick example, was 
minded to put her away pri- 
vily. But while he thought 
on these things, behold, the 
angel of the Lord appeared 
unto him in a dream, saying, 
Joseph thou son of David, 
fear not to take unto thee 
Mary thy wife; for that 
which is conceived in her is 
of the Holy Ghost : And she 
shall bring forth a Son, and 
thou shalt call his name Jx* 
sus; for he shall save his 
people from their sins. (Now 
all this was done, that it 
might be folfilled which was 
spmcen of the Lord by the 
prophet, saying, Behold, a 
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Vifgki ^hail be with child, 
and shall bring forth a Son, 
and they shall call his name 
j^nmanuel, which being in- 
terpreted is, God with us.) 
Imn Joseph, being raised 
from sleep, did as the an^el 
of the Lord had bidden him, 
and took unto him his wife ; 
and knew her not till she 
had brought forth her first- 
bom son : and he called his 
name JESUS. 

The Circumcision of Christ.

BLESSED is the man to 
whom the Lord will 
not impute sin. Cometh 
this blessedness then upon 
the circumcision onl^, or up^ 
on the uncircumcision also? 
For we say, that faith was 
reckoned to Abraham for 
righteousness. How was it 
then reckoned } when he was 
in drdnndston, or in uncir* 
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cumcision? Not in circumci- 
sion, but in uncircumcision. 
And h« received the ngn of 
circumcision, a seal of the 
righteousness of the faith 
which he had yet being un- 
circumcised ;" that he might 
be the father of all them that 
believe, though the^ be not 
circumcised ; that righteous* 
ness might be imputed unto 
them also : And the father qf 
circumcision to them who 
are not of the circumcision 
only, but also walk in the 
steps of that faith of our fa- 
ther Abraham, which he had 
being yet uncircumcised. For 
the promise, that he should 
be tne heir of the world, was 
not to Abraham, or to his 
seed, through the law, but 
through the righteousness of 
faith. For if tney which are 
of the law be heirs, faith is 
made void, and the promise 
made of none effect 
The Gospel. St Luke ii. 15. 

AN D it came to pass, as 
the angels were gone 
away from them into heaven, 
the shepherds said one to 
another. Let us now go even 
unto Bethlehem, and lee this 
thing which is come to passi 
which the Lord hath made 
known unto us. And they 
came with haste, and found 
Mary and Joseph^ and the 
babe lying in a manger. And 
when they liad aeeix it, they 
made known abroad t:he sayr 
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ing which was told them con- 
cerning this child. And all 
they that heard it wondered at 
those tliinffs which were told 
them by the shepherds. But 
Mary kept all these things, 
and pondered them in her 
heart. And the shepherds 
returned, glorifying ana prais- 
ing God for all tlie tnings 
that they had heard and seen, 
as it was told unto them. 
And when eight days were 
accomplished for the circum- 
cising of the child, his name 
was called JESUS, which 
was so named of the angel 
before he was conceived in 
the womb.

me the mystery (as I wrote 
afore in few words» whereby, 
when ye read, ye may under- 
stand my knowledge in the 
mystery of Christ) which in 
other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men^ 
as it is now revealed unto his 
holy Apostles and Prophets 
by the spirit ; That the Gen- 
tiles should be fellow-heirs, 
and of the same body, and 

Eartakers of his promise in 
Christ, by the Gospel : where- 
of I was. made a minister, 
according to the gift of the 

grace of God given unto m^ 
y the . efFectud working of 
his- power. Unto me, who 
am less than the least of all 
saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among 
the Gentiles the unsearchable 
riches of Christ ; and to make 
all men see what is the 
fellowsliip of the mystety, 
which from the beginning of 
the world hath been hid in 
God, who created all things 
by Jesus Christ: to the in- 
tent, that now unto the prin- 
cipalities and powers in hea- 
venly places might be known 
by the Church the manifold 
wisdom of God, according to 
the eternal purpose whi£h he 
purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord : In whom we haye 
boldness and access with con- 
fidence by the fiiith of him. 
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Tht^amt St Matth. ii. 1. 

WHEN Jesus was bom 
in Bethlehem of Ju- 
dsa, in the days of Herod 
tile king, behold, there came 
wise men from the east to 
Jerusalem, saying, Where is 
he that is bom King of the 
Jews? for we have seen his 
star in the east, and are come 
tip worship him. When He- 
rod the king had heard these 
things, he was troubled, and 
all Jemsalem with him. And 
when he had gathered all 
the chief priests and scribes 
of the people together, he 
demanded of them, where 
Christ should be bom. And 
they said unto him, In Beth- 
lehem of Judaea : for thus it 
is written by tlie prophet. 
And thou, Bethlehem, in the 
land of Juda, art not the least 
among the princes of Juda : 
ibr out of tnee shall come a 
Govemour that shall mle my 
people Israel. Then Herod, 
when he had privily called 
the wise men, enquired of 
them diligently what time 
the star appeared. And he 
sent them to Bethlehem, and 
said, Go, and search diligent- 
ly for the voung child, and 
when ye nave found him, 
bring me word again, that I 
may come and worship him 
also, When they had heard 
the king, they departed ; and 
lo, the stzi which they saw 
in the east wbnt beibre them^ 
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till it came and stood over 
where the young child was^ 
When they saw the star, they 
rejoiced with exceeding great 
joy. And when they were 
come into the house, they 
saw the youn^ child with 
Mary his mother, and fell 
down and worshipped him : 
and when they had opened 
their treasures, they present- 
ed unto him gifte f gold, 
and frankincense, and myrrh. 
And beinsf warned of God in 
a dream that they sliould not 
return to Herod, they depart- 
ed into their own country 
another way.

And when he was twelve 
years old, Uiey went up to 
Jerusalem, after the custom 
of the feast And when they 
had fulfilled the days, as Uiey 
returned, the cfiild Jesus 
tarried behind in Jerusalem ; 
and Joseph and his mother 
knew not of it. But they, 
supposing him to have been 
in the company, went a day's 
journey, and they sought him 
aipong their kinsfolk and ac- 
(]uaiiitance. And when they 
found him not, they turned 
back again to Jerusalem, 
seeking him. And it came 
to pass, that at*ter thiee days 
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they found liim in the temple, 
sittmg in the midst of the 
doctors, both hearing ttem, 
and asking them questional 
And all that heard him were 
astonished at his understand- 
ing and answers. And when 
they saw him, they were 
a»4ed : and his moaier said 
unto him. Son, why hast thou 
thus dealt with us? behold^ 
thy father and I have sought 
thee sorrowing. And lie said 
unto them, How is it that ye 
sought me r wist ye not that 
I must be about my Father's 
business? And they under* 
stood not the saying which 
he spake unto mem. And 
he went down with them^ 
and came to Nazareth, and 
was subiect unto them : but 
his mother kept dl these say- 
ings in her heart. And Jesus 
increased in wisdom, and 
stature, and in favour with 
God and man.

Draw 
out now, and bear unto the 
govemour of the feast And 
uiey bare it When the 
ruler .of the feast had tasted 
the water . that was made 
wine, and knew not whence 
it was, (but the servaBtl 
which drew tlie water knew,) 
the govemour of the feast 
called the bride^ooniy . and 
saith unto him, Every man 
at the befi;inning doth set 
forth good wine, and when 
men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse : but 
thou hast kept the good 
wine until now. This be^ 
ginning of miracles did Je- 
sus in Cana of Galilee, and 
manifested forth his glory, 
and his disciples believed on 
him.

When Jesus hcarcl 
it, he marvelled, and said to 
them that followed. Verily I 
say unto you, I have not 
found so great faith, no not 
in Israel.

That many shall come 
from the east and west, and 
shall sit down with Abra- 
ham, and Isaac, and Jacob, 
in the kingdom of heaven. 
But the children of the king- 
dom shall be cast out into 
outer darkness: there shall

countrymen ; in perils by the 
heathen; in perils in the 
city ; in perils in the wilder- 
ness ; in perils in the sea ; in 
perils among false brethren ; 
m weariness and painfulness; 
in watchings often ; in hun- 
ger and thirst ; in fastings of. 
ten ; in cold and nakedness ; 
besides those things that are 
without, that which cometh 
upon me daily, the care of all 
rae churches. Who is weak, 
and I am not weak ? who is 
offended, and I bum not ? If

WHEN much people 
were gathered toge- 
ther, and were come to him 
out of every city, he spake 
by a parable : A sower went 
out to sow his seed ; and as 
he sowed, some fell by the 
way-side, and it was trodden 
down, and the fowls of the 
air devoured it. And some fell 
upon a rock, and as soon as it 
was sprung up, it withered 
away, Dccause it lacked moist- 
ure.

THOUGH I speak with

. cymbal. And though I have 
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tlie gift of prophecy, and 
understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge ; and though I 
have all faith, so that I could 
remove mountains, and have 
no charity, I am nothing. 
And though I bestow all my 
goods to tieed the poor, and 
though I give my body to be 
burned, and have not charity, 
it profiteth me nothing. Cfaia- 
rity suffereth long, and is 
kind ; charity envieth not ; 
charity vaunteth not itself, is 
not puffed up, doth not be- 
have itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil, re- 
joiceth not in iniquity^ but re- 
joiceth in the truth; beareth 
all things, believeth all things^ 
hopeth all things, enduretli 
all things. Charity never 
faileth: but whether there 
be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there lie tongues, 
they shall cease; whether 
there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. For we know 
in part, and we prophesy in 
part. But when that wnich 
is perfect is come, then that 
wnich is in part shall be done 
away. When I was a child, 
I spake as a child, I under- 
stood as a child, I thought as 
a child ; but when I became 
a man, I put away childish 
things. lor now we see 
through a glass darkly ; but 
then face to face : now I 
know in part; but tlien sliall 
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1 know even as also I am 
known. And now abideth 
faith, liope, charity, these- 
three ; but the greatest of 
these is chafity. 
The Go^L St. Luke xviii. 31. 

THEN Jesus took unto 
him the twelve, and 
said unto them, Behold, we 
[o up to Jerusalem, and all 
lings that are written by 
the prophets concerning the 
Son of Man shall be accom- 

{)lished. For he shall be de- 
ivered unto the Gentiles, 
and shall be mocked, and 
spitefully entreated, and spit- 
ted on : and they shall 
scourge him, and put him to 
death ; and the third day he 
shall rise again. And they, 
understood none of these 
things : and this saving was 
hid from them, neitner knew 
they the things which were 
spoken.

And 
they which went before re- 
buked him, that he should 
hold his peace : but he cried 
so much the more. Thou Son 
of David, liave mercy on me. 
And Jesus stood, and com-^

manded him to be brought 
unto him : and when he was 
come near, he asked him, 
saying. What wilt thou that 
I should do unto thee r And 
he said, Lord, that I may re- 
ceive my si|^ht.

THEN was Jesus led up 
of the Spirit into the 
wilderness, to be tempted of 
the devil. And when he had 
fasted forty days and forty 
nights, he was afterward an- 
hungred. And when the 
tempter came to him, he said, 
If tnou be the Son of God, 
command that these stones 
be made bread. But he an-

Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God^ Agam, the 
devil taketh him up into an 
exceeding high mountain, 
and sheweth him all the king- 
doms of the world, and the 
glory of them; and saith 
unto him, All these thin^ 
will I give thee, if- thou wilt 
fall down and worship roe. 
Then saith Jesus unto him. 
Get thee hence, Satan; for 
it is written. Thou shalt wor- 
ship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve. 
Then the devil leaveth him, 
and behold, angels came and 
ministered unto him. 

The second Sunday in Lent. 
Tfie Collect. 

ALMIGHTY God, who 
seest that we have na 
power of ourselves to help 
ourselves ; Keep us both out- 
wardly in our bodies and in- 
wardly in our souls ; that we 
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may be defoDcIed from all ad- 
vemtiea which may happen 
to the. body, and i'roni all 
cvit thoughts which may 
assault and hurt the aoul; 
through Jesus Christ our 
Ix>nl. Amat. 
The Epistle. 1 Tliess. iv. 1. 

WE beseech you, bre- 
thren, and exhort you 
by the Lord Jesus, that as ye 
have received of us how yc 
ought to walk, and to please 
God| so ye would abound 
more and more. For ye know 
what commandments we 
rave you by the Lord Jesus. 
For tnis is the will of God, 
even your sanctification, that 
ye should abstain from forni- 
cation; that every one of you 
should know how to possess 
his vessel in sanctincation 
and honour ; not in the lust 
of concupiscence, even as the 
Gentiles which know not 
God; tliat no man go be- 
yond and defraud his brother 
in any matter; because that 
the Lord is the avenger of all 
such, as we also have fore- 
warned you, and testified. 
For God hath not called us 
imto uneleanness, but unto 
holiness. He therefore that 
despiseth despiaeth not man,

JESUS went thence, and 
departed into the coasts 
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of Tyre and Sidon. And Ite- 
hold, a wpman of Canaan 
came oMt of the sqnqo coasts, 
and cried unto hinij saying, 
Have mercy on me, O Lord, 
thou Son of David > ™y 
daughter is grievously vexed 
with a devil. But he answer- 
ed her not a word. And hit 
disciples came and besought 
him, saying, Send her away; 
for site cneth af^r us. But 
he answered and said, I am 
not sent, but unto the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. 
Then came she and worship- 
ped him, saying Lord, help 
me. But he answered and 
said, It is not meet to take 
the children's bread, and to 
cast it to dogs. And she said, 
Truth, Lord; yet the dogs 
eat of the crumbs which fall 
irom their master's table. 
Then Jesus answered and 
said unto her, O woman, 
great is thy faith : be it unto 
thee even as thou wilt And 
her daughter was made whole 
from that very hour. 

The third Sund^ in Lent. 
77ie Collect 

WE beseech thee, Al- 
mighty God, look up- 
on the hearty desires of thy 
humble ser\-ants, and stretch 
forth the right hand of thy 
Majesty, to be our defence 
against all our enemies ; 
through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 
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The Epistle. Ephes. v. 1. 

BE ye therefore followers 
of God, as dear children ; 
and walk in love, as Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath 
eiven himself for ns, an offer- 
ing and a sacrifice to God 
for a sweet-smelling savour. 
But fornication, and all un- 
cleanness, or covetousness, let 
it not be once named amongst 
you, as becometh saints ; nei- 
ther filthiness, nor foolish- 
talking, npr jesting, which 
are not convenient; but 
rather giving of thanks : for 
this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, 
nor covetous man, who is an 
idolater, hath any inherit- 
ance in the kingdom of 
Christ, and of God. Let no 
man deceive you with vain 
words : for because of these 
things Cometh the wi-ath of 
God upon the children of dis- 
obedience. Be not ve there- 
fore partakers with them : 
for ye were sometimes dark- 
ness, but now are ye light in 
the Lord : walk as children 
of light ; (for the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodness, and 
nghteousness, and truth ;) 
proving what is acceptable 
unto the Lord. And have no 
fellowship with the unfruit- 
ful works of darkness, but 
rather reprove them : for it 
is a shame even to speak of 
those things which are done 
of them in secret But all 
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things that are reproved are 
made manifest by the light : 
for whatsoever doth make' 
manifest is light. Wherefore 
he saith. Awake, thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ shall give 
thee light 
The Gospel. St Luke xi. 14. 

JESUS was casting out a 
devil, and it was dumb: 
And' it came to pass, when 
the devil was gone out, the 
dumb spake ; and the people 
wondered. But some ot them 
said, He casteth out devtls 
through Beelzebub, the chief 
of the devils. And others, 
tempting him, sought of hini 
a sign from heaven. But he, 
knowing their thoughts, said 
unto them. Every kingdom di- 
vided against itself is brought 
to desolation; and a house 
divided against a house fall- 
eth. If Satan also be di- 
vided against himself, how 
shall his kingdom stand ? 
because ve say, that I cast 
out devils through Beelze- 
bub. And if I by Beelze- 
bub cast out devils, by whom 
do your sons cast them out ? 
therefore shall they be your 
judges. But if I with the 
finger of God cast out de- 
vils, no doubt the kingdom 
of God is come upon you. 
When a strong man armed 
keepeth his palace, his goods 
are in peace; but when a 
stronger than he shall come 
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upon him, and overcome him, 
lie taketh from him all his 
annour wherein he trusted, 
and divideth his spoils. He 
that is not with me is against 
.me: and he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth. 
When the unclean spirit is 
gone out of a man, he walketh 
uurough dry places, seeking 
rest; and finding none, he 
saith, I will return unto my 
house whence I canle out. 
And when he comelh, he find- 
eth it swept and garnished. 
Then goeth he and taketh to 
him seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and 
they enter in, and dwell 
there ; and the last state of 
that man is worse than the 
first And it came to pass, 
as he spake these things, a 
certain woman of the com- 
pany lift up her voice, and 
said unto him, Blessed is the 
womb that bare thee, and 
the paps which thou hast 
sucked. But he said, Yea 
rather, blessed are they that 
hear the Word of God, and 
keep it. 

The fourth Sunday in Lent. 
The CoUect 

GRANT, we beseech thee. 
Almighty God, that 
we, who for our evil deeds 
do worthily deserve to be 
punished, by the comfort of 
thy grace may mercifully be 
relieved; through our Lord 
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and Saviour Jesus Christ- 
Anien. 

The Epistle. Gal. iv. 21. 

TELL me, ye that desire 
to be under the law, 
do je not hear the law ? For 
it 18 written, that Abraham 
had two sons, the one by a 
bond-maid, the other by a 
free-woman. But he who was 
of the bond-woman was born 
after the flesh ; but he of the 
free- woman was by promise. 
Which things are an allegory: 
for these are the two cove- 
nants ; the one from the 
mount Sinai, which gender- 
eth to bondage, which is 
Agar. For this Agar is 
mount Sinai in Arabia, and 
answereth to Jerusalem which 
now is, and is in bondage 
with her children. But Je- 
rusalem which is above is 
free ; which is the mother of 
us all. For it is written. Re- 
joice, thou barren that bear- 
est not ; break forth and cnr, 
thou that travailest not : for 
the desolate hath many more 
children than she which hatli 
an husband. Now we, bre- 
thren, as Isaac was, are the 
children of promise. But as 
then he that was bom after 
the flesh persecuted him that 
was born after the Spirit; 
even so it is now. Neverthe- 
less, what saith the Scripture ? 
Cast out the bond-woman 
and her son ; for the son of 
the bond-woman shall not be 
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heir with the son of the free- 
woman. So then, brethren, 
we are not children of the 
bond* woman, but of the free. 
The GaspeL St. John vi. 1 . 

JESUS went over the sea 
of Galilee, which is the 
sea of Tiberias. And a great 
multitude followed him, be- 
cause they saw his miracles 
which he did on them that 
were diseased. And Jesus 
went up into a mountain, 
and there he sat with his dis- 
ciples. And the Passover, a 
feast of the Jews, was nigli. 
When Jesus then lift up his 
eyes, and saw a great com- 
pany come unto hiiti, he saith 
unto Philip; Whence shall 
We buy bread, that these may 
eat? (And this he said to 
prove him; for he himself 
knew what he would do.) 
Philip answered him, Two 
hundred peny-worth of bread 
is not sufficient for them, that 
every one of them may take 
a little. One of his disciples, 
Andrew, Simon Peter's bro- 
ther, saith unto him, TTiere is 
a lad here, which hath five 
barley-loaves, and two small 
fishes : but what are they 
among so many ? And Jesns 
said, Make the men sit down. 
Now there was much gness 
m the place. So the men 
sat down, in number about 
five thousand. And J^sns 
took the loaves, and when he 
had given thanks he distri-* 
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buted to the disciples, ahfl 
the disciples to them that 
were set doWn ; and likieWtse 
of the fishes as liiuch as they 
would. When they were 
filled, he said unto his dis- 
ciples, Guther up the frag- 
ments that remain, that 
nothing be lost Therefore 
theyr gathered thieiti together, 
and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the 
fiv6 barley-loaves, which re- 
mained over and abov^ UHto 
them that had eaten. Then 
those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus 
did, said. This is of a. truth 
that Prophet that should 
come into the world. 

Thtffth Sunday m LenL 
The Collect. 

WE beseech thee, Al- 
mighty God, merci- 
fnlly to look upon thy peo- 
ple ; that by thy great good7 
ness they may be governed 
and preserved evermore, both 
in lK>dy and soul^ throagli 
Jesus Oirist our Lord. Ama. 
The Epistle. Hebr. ix. 1 1. 

CHRIST being come an 
High Priest of ^ood 
things to come, by a greater 
and more perfect tabmiacle, 
not made with hands; that 
is to say, n6t of th]» building; 
neither by the blood of goats 
and calves ; but by hts own 
blood h^ entered in once in to 
the holy f^lace, having obtain- 
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ed eternal redemption for us. 
Fot if the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of an 
heifer sprinkling tlie unclean, 
saactifieth to the purifying of 
the flesh; how much more 
shall the blood of Christ, 
who, thro' the eternal Spirit, 
offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your consci- 
ence from dead works to serve 
the living God ? And for this 
cause he is the Mediator of 
the new testament, that by 
means of death, for the re- 
demption of the transgres- 
sions that were under the 
first testament, they which 
are called might receive tlie 
promise of eternal inherit- 
ance. 
The GiMeL St John viii. 46. 

JESUS said, Which of you 
convincethmeof sin? and 
if I say the truth, why do 
ye not believe me ? He that 
IS of God heareth God's 
words ; ye therefore hear 
them not, l>ecause ye are not 
of GtxL Then answered the 
Jews, and said unto him. Say 
we not well, that thou art a 
Samaritan, and hast a devil ? 
Jesus answered, I have not a 
devil ; but I honour my Fa- 
ther, and ye do dishonour 
me. And I seek not mine 
own glory ; there is one that 
seekrai and judgeth. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you. If a 
man keep my saying, he shall 
never see death. 'Ilien said 
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the Jews unto him, Now we 
know that thou hast a devil : 
Abraham is dead, and tlie 
prophets ; and thou say est. If 
a man keep my saymg, he 
shall never taste of death. 
Art thou greater than our fa- 
ther Abrsmam, which is dead ? 
and the prophets are dead : 
whom makes t thou thyself? 
Jesus answered, If I honour 
myself, my honour is no- 
thing; it is my Father that 
honoureth me, of whom ye 
say, that he is your Go<l : 

et ye have not known him ; 

ut I know him: and if I 
slK>uld say, I know him not, 
I shall be a liar like unto 
you; but I know him, and 
keep his sayitig. Your fa- 
ther Abraham rejoiced to sec 
my day, and he saw it, antl 
was glad. Tlien said the 
Jews unto him. Thou art not 
yet fifty years old, and hast 
thou seen Abraham? Jesus 
said unto tliem. Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, before. Abra- 
ham was, I am. Then took 
tliey up stones to cast at him : 
but Jesus hid himself, and 
went out of the temple. 

The Sunday next before Easter. 
The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY and ever- 
lasting God, who, df 
thy tender love towards man- 
kind, hast sent thy Son, our 
Saviour Jesus Christ, to take 
upon him our flesh^ and to 
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suffer death upon the cross, 
that all mankind should fol- 
low the example of his great 
humility; Mercifully ^rant, 
that we may both follow 
the example of his patience, 
and also be made partakers 
of his resurrection ; through 
the same Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

LE T this mind be in you, 
which was also in Christ 
Jesus : who, being in the 
form of God, thgught it not 
robbenr to be equal with 
God ; but made himself of no 
reputation, and took upon 
him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness 
of men : and being found in 
fashion as a man, he humbled 
himself, and became obedient 
unto death, even the death of 
the cross. Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted him, 
and given him a Name which 
is above every name ; that at 
the Name of Jesus every 
knee should bow, of things in 
heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth ;

Lord, to the glory of God 
the Father. 

The Gospel. St. Matt xxvii. 1 . 
HEN the morning was 
come, all the chief 
priests and elders of the peo- 
ple took counsel against Je- 
sus, to put him to death.

And when they had bound 
him, they led him away and 
deliverecf him to Pontius Pi- 
late the govemour. Then 
Judas who had betrayed him, 
when he saw that he was 
condemned, repented him- 
self, and brought again the 
thirty pieces ot silver to the 
chief priests and elders, say- 
ing, I have sinned, in that I 
have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they said, What 
is that to us? see thou to 
that And he cast down the 
pieces of silver in the temple, 
and departed, and went and 
hangea himself And the 
chief priests took the silver 

t>ieces, and said. It is not 
awful for to put them into 
the treasury, because it is the 
price of blood. And they 
took counsel, and bought 
with them the potters field, 
to bury strangers in. Where- 
fore that field was called. The 
field of blood, unto this day. 
(Then was fulfilled that which 
was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying. And they 
took the thirty pieces of sil- 
ver, the price of nim that was 
valued, whom they of the 
children of Israel did value, 
and gave them for the pot- 
ter's field, as the liord ap- 
pointed me.) And Jesus 
stood before the govemour ; 
and the governour asked him, 
saying. Art thou the King of 
the Jews? And Jesus said

unto him. Thou sayest. And 
when he was accused of the 
chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. Then 
saith Pilate unto him, Near- 
est thou not how many things 
they witness against thee? 
And he answered him to 
never a word, insomuch 
that the govemour marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feast 
the govemour was wont to 
release unto the people a pri- 
soner, whom they would. 
And they had then a nota- 
ble prisoner, called Barabbas. 
Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate said 
unto them, Whom will ye 
that I release unto you r Ba- 
rabbas, or Jesus which is 
called Christ? For he knew 
that for envy they had deli- 
vered him. When he was 
set down on the judgement- 
seat, his wife sent unto him, 
sayinjg^, Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man: for I 
have suffered many things 
this day in a dream because 
of him. But the chief priests 
and elders persuaded the mul- 
titude that they should ask 
Barabbas, and destroy Jesus. 
The govemour answered and 
said unto them, Whether of 
the twain will ye that I re- 
lease unto you? Thev said, 
Barabbas. Pilate saith unto, 
them. What shall I do then 
with Jesus, which is called 
-Christ? They all say unto 
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him, Let him be crucified. 
And the governour said, 
Why, what evil liath he 
done? But they crietl out 
the more, saying, I^et him 
be crucified. When Pilate 
saw that he could prevail 
nothing, but that rather a 
tumult was made, he took 
water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying, 
I am innocent of the olood 
of this just person : see ye to 
it. Then answered all the 

Eeople, and said. His blood 
e on us, and on our chil- 
dren. Then released he Ba- 
rabbas unto them : and when 
he had scourged Jesus he de- 
livered him to be crucified. 
Then the soldiers of the go- 
vernour took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of 
soldiers. And they stripped 
him, and put on him a scar- 
let robe. And when they 
had platted a crown of thorns 
they put it upon his head, 
ancl a reed in his right hand: 
and they bowed the knee be- 
fore him, and mocked him, 
saying. Hail, King of the 
Jews. And they spit upon 
him, and took the reed, and 
smote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked 
him they took the robe off 
from him, and put his own 
raiment on him, and led him 
away to cmcify him. And 
as they came out they found 
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a man of Cyrenc, Simon by 
name; him they compelled 
to bear his cross. And when 
they, were come unto a place 
called Golgotha, that is to 
say, a place of a scull, they 
gave him vinegar to drink 
mingled, with gall : and, when 
he had tasted thereof, he 
would not drink. And the^ 
crucified him, and parted his 
^;arments, casting lots: that 
It might be fulhlled, which 
%vas spoken by the prophet. 
They parted my garments a- 
mong them, and upon my 
vesture did they cast lots. 
And sitting down they watch- 
ed him there ; and set up over 
his head his accusation writ- 
ten, THIS IS JESUS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 
Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him; one on 
the right hand, and another 
on the left. And they that 
passed by reviled him, wag- 
ging their heads, and saying. 
Thou tliat destroyest the tem- 
ple, and buildest it in three 
days, save thyself : if thou be 
the Son of God, come down 
from the cross. Likewise 
also the chief priests mock- 
ing him, with the scribes and 
elders, said, He saved others, 
himself he cannot save : if he 
be the King of Israel, let him 
now come down from the 
cross, and we will believe 
iiim. He trusted in God* 
let him deliver him now, if 
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he will have him : for he said^ 
I am the Son of God. Tlie 
thieves also, which were cm-* 
qified with him, ca$t the 
same in his teeth. Now from 
the sixth hour there was 
darkness over all the land 
unto the ninth hour. And 
about the ninth hour Jesus 
cried with a loud voice, say^^ 
ing, EU^ Elij lama sabach-^ 
thanif that is to say, My 
God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me? lM)me of 
them that stood there, when 
they heard that, said, This 
man calleth for Elias. And 
straightway one of them ran, 
and took a spunge, and filled 
it with vinegar, and put it 
on a reed, and gave him to 
drink. The rest said, Let be^ 
let us see whether Elias will 
come to save him. Jesus, 
when he had cried again with 
a loud voice, yielded up the 
ghost And oehold, the vail 
of the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the 
bottom, and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent„ 
and the graves were opened^ 
and many bodies of saints 
which slept arose, and came 
out of the graves after hia 
resurrection, and went into 
the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. Now wnen the 
centurion, and they that were 
with him, watching Jesus, 
saw the earthquake, and those 
things that were done, the;

feared greatly, saying, Truly 
this was the Son of God. 

Monday before Easter, 

For the Epistle. Isaiah Ixiii. 1. 

WHO is this that com- 
eth from £dom, with 
dyed garments from Bozrah? 
this that is glorious in his ap- 
parel, travelling in the great- 
ness of his strength ? I that 
speak in righteousness, migh- 
ty to save. Wherefore art 
tnou red in thine apparel, and 
•thy garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine-fat? I 
have trodden the wine-press 
alone, and of the people there 
was none with me : for I 
will tread them in mine an- 
ger, and trample them in my 
fury, and their blood shall ble 
spnnkled upon my garments, 
and I will stain all my rai- 
ment. For the day of ven- 
geance is in mine heart, and 
the year of my redeemed is 
come. And 1 looked, and 
there was none to help ; and 
I wondered that there was 
none to uphold: therefore 
mine own arm brought sal- 
vation unto me, and my fury 
it upheld me. And I will 
tread down the people in 
mine anger, and make them 
drunk in my fury, and I will 
bring down their strength to 
the earth. I will mention the 
loving-kindnesses of the Lord, 
and the praises of the Lord, 
according to all that the Lord 
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hath bestowed on us, and the 

great goodness towards the 
ouse of Israel, which he 
hath bestowed on them, ac- 
cording to his mercies, and 
according to the multitude 
of his loving-kindnesses. For 
he said. Surely they are my 
people, children that will not 
lie : so he was their Saviour. 
In all their affliction he was 
afflicted, and the angel of his 
presence saved them: in his 
love, and in his pity, he re- 
deemed them, and he bare 
them, and carried them all 
the days of old. But they 
rebelled, and vexed his Holy 
Spirit ; therefore he was turn- 
ed to be their enemy, and he 
fought against them. Then 
he remembered the days of 
old, Moses and his people, 
saying, Where is he tnat 
brought them up out of the 
sea with the shepherd of his 
flock ? where is he that put 
his Holy Spirit within him ? 
that led them by the right 
hand of Moses, with his glo- 
rious arm, dividing the water 
before them, to make him- 
self an everlasting Name? 
that led them through the 
deep as an horse in the wil- 
derness, that they should not 
stumble? As a beast goeth 
down into the valley, the 
Spirit of the Lord caused him 
to rest' so didst thou lead 
thy people, to make thyself a 
glonous Name. Look down 
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from heaven, and behold from 
the habitation of thy holiness, 
ami of thy glory : where is 
thy zeal, and thy strength, 
the sounding of thy bowels, 
and of thy mercies towards 
me? Are they restrained? 
Doubtless thou art our Fa- 
ther, though Abraham be ig- 
norant of us, and Israel ac- 
knowledge us not : Thou, O 
Lord, art our Father, our Re- 
deemer, thy Name is from 
everlasting. O Lord, why 
hast thou made us to err from 
thy ways ? and hardened our 
hearts from thy fear ? lleturn 
for thy servants' sake, the 
tribes of thine inheritance. 
The people of thy holiness 
have possessed it but a little 
while : our adversaries have 
trodden down thy sanc- 
tuary. We are thine: thou 
never barest rule over them ; 
they were not called by thy 
Name. 
The Gospel. St. Mark xiv. 1. 

AFTER two days was the 
feast of the Passover, 
and of unleavened bread: 
and the chief priests and the 
scribes sought how they 
might take him by craft, and 
put him to death. But they 
said. Not on the feast-day, 
lest there be an uproar of the 
people. And being in Beth- 
any, in the house of Simon 
the leper, as he sat at meat, 
there came a woman having 
an alabaster box of ointment 
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of spikenard, very precious j 
and she brake the lx>x, and 
poured it on his head. And 
there were some that had in- 
dignation within themselves, 
and said. Why was tliis waste 
of the ointment made? for it 
might have been sold for 
more than three hundred 
pence, and have been given 
to the poor : and they mur- 
mured against her. And Je- 
sus said. Let her alone ; whv 
trouble ye her? she hath 
wrought a good work on me : 
for ye have the poor with 
you always, and whensoever 
ye will ye may do them 
good ; but me ye have not 
always. She hatn done what 
she could ; she is come afore- 
hand to anoint my body to 
the burying. Verily I sav 
unto you, wheresoever this 
Gospel shall be preached 
throughout the whole world, 
this also that she hath done 
shall be spoken of for a me- 
morial ox her. And Judas 
Iscariot, one of the twelve, 
went unto the chief priests to 
betray him unto them. And 
when they heard it they were 
glad, and promised to give 
him money. And he sought 
how he might conveniently 
betray him. And the first 
day of unleavened bread, 
when they killed the pass- 
over, his disciples said unto 
him. Where wilt thou that 
we go and prepare, that thou 
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mayest eat the passover? And 
he sendeth forth two of his 
disciples, and saith unto 
them, Go ye into the city, 
and there shall meet you a 
man bearing a pitcher of wa- 
ter; follow nim: Andwhere- 
aoever he shall go in, say ye 
to the good-man of the house, 
The Master saith, Where is 
the guest-chamber, where I 
shall eat the passover with 
my disciples? And he will 
shew you a large upper-room 
furnished, and prepared : 
there make ready for us. 
And his disciples went forth, 
and came into the city, and 
found as he had said unto 
them : and they made ready 
the passover. And in the 
evenmg he cometh with the 
twelve. And as they sat, and 
did eat, Jesus said, Verily I 
say unto you. One of you 
wliich eateth with me snail 
betray me. And they began 
to be sorrowful, ancf to s^ 
unto him one by one. Is it 1? 
and another said. Is it I ? And 
he answered and said unto 
them, It is one of the twelve 
tliat dippeth with me in the 
dish. The Son of Man in- 
deed goeth, as it is written of 
him : but wo to that man by 
whom the Son of Man is be- 
trayed : good were it for 
that man if he had never 
been born. And as they did 
eat, Jesus took bread, and 
blessed, and brake it, and 
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gave to them, and said, Take; 
eat : this is my body. And 
he took the cup, and when 
he had given thanks he gave 
it to tnem : and they all 
drank of it. And he said 
unto them. This is my blood 
of the new testament, which 
is shed for many. Verily I 
say unto you, I will drink no 
more of tne fruit of the vine, 
until that day that I drink 
it new in tlie Kingdom of 
God. And when they had 
sung an hymn they went out 
into the mount of Olives. 
And Jesus saith unto them, 
All ye shall be offended be- 
cause of me this night : for 
it is written, I will smite the 
shepherd, and the sheep shall 
be scattered. But, after that 
I am risen, I will go before 
you into Galilee. But Peter 
said unto him. Although all 
shall be offended, yet will 
not I. And Jesus saith unto 
him, Verily I say unto thee, 
That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow 
twice, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. But he spake the 
more vehemently. If I should 
die with thee, I will not deny 
thee in any wise. Likewise 
also said they all. And they 
came to a place which was 
named Gethsemane : and he 
saith to his disciples. Sit ye 
here, while I shall pray. And 
he taketh with him Peter, 
and James, and John, and 
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beffan to he sore amazed, and 
to be very heavy, and saith 
unto them, My soul is ex- 
ceeding sorrowful unto death; 
tarry ye here, and watch. 
And he went forward a little, 
and fell on the ground, and 
prayed, that, if it were pos- 
ftible, the hour mieht pass 
irom him. And he said, 
Abba, Father, all things are 
possible unto thee ; take away 
this cup from me ; neverthe- 
less, not what I will, but 
wliat thou wilt And he 
oometh and findeth them 
#leeping, and saith unto Pe- 
ter, Simon, sleepest diou? 
couldest not thou watch one 
hour ? Watch ye and pray, ' 
kst ye enter into temptation: ; 
the spirit truly is ready, but 
the flesh is weak. And again 
he went away, and prayed, 
and spake the same words. 
And when he returned he 
found them asleep again, (for 
their eyes were heavy,) nei- 
ther wist they what to an- 
swer him. And he cometh 
the third time, and saith un- 
to them, Sleep on now, and 
take your rest : it is enough, 
the hour is come ; behold, the 
Son of Man is betrayed into 
tlie hands of sinners. Rise 
up, let us go ; lo, he that be- 
trayeth me is at hand. And 
immediately, while he yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of 
tne twelve, and with him a 
^reat multitude with swords 
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and staves, from the chief 
priests, and the scribes, and 
the elders. And he that be- 
trayed him had given them a 
token, saying, Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that same is he; 
take him, and lead him away 
safely. And as soon as he 
was come he goeth straight- 
way to him, and saith, 
Master, master; and kissed 
him. And they laid their 
hands on him, and took him. 
And one of them that stood 
by drew a sword, and smote 
a servant of the high priest, 
and cut off his ear. And Je- 
sus answered, and said unto 
them. Are yc come out as 
against a tmef, with swords 
and with staves, to take me ? 
I was daily wi^ you in the 
temple teaching^riind ye took 
me not: but the Scriptures 
must be fulfilled. And they 
all forsook him, and fled. 
And there followed him a 
certain young man, having a 
linen cloth cast about his 
naked body ; and the young 
men laid hold on him : and 
he left the linen cloth, and 
fled from them naked. And 
they led Jesus awajr to the 
higli priest : and with him 
were assembled all the chief 
priests, and the elders, and 
the scribes. And Peter fol- 
lowed him afar off, even into 
the palace of the high priest ; 
and he sat with the servants, 
and warmed himself at the 
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fire. And the chief priests 
and. all the council sought ^ 
ibr witness against Jesus to 
put him to death; and found 
none. For many bare false 
witness against hmi, but their 
witness agreed not to^tlier. 
And there arose certam, and 
bare false witness against 
him, saying, We heard him 
say, I will destroy this tem- 
ple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will 
build another made without 
liands. But neither so did 
their witness agree together. 
And the high priest stood up 
in the midst, and asked Je- 
sus, saying, Answerest thou 
nothing? what is it which 
these witness against thee? 
But he held his peace, and 
answered nothing. Again 
the high priest asked him, 
and said unto him. Art thou 
the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed? And Jesus said, I 
am; and ye shall see the Son 
of Man sitting on the ri^ht 
hand of power, and commg 
in the clouds of heaven. 
Then the high priest rent his 
ck>thes, and saith, What need 
we any further witnesses ? ye 
have heard the blasphemy: 
what think ye? And they all 
condemned him to be guilty 
of death. And some began 
to spit on him, and to cover 
his face, and to buflfet him, 
and to say unto him, Pro- 
phesy : and the servants did 
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strike him with the palms of 
their hands. And as Peter 
was beneath in the palace 
there cometh one of the 
maids of the high priest; and 
when she saw Peter warming 
himself she looked upon him, 
and said, And thou also waat 
with Jesus of Nazareth. But 
he denied, saying, I know 
not, neither understand I 
what thou sayest. And he 
went out into the porch; 
and the cock crew. And a 
maid saw him again, and be- 
gan to say to them that stood 
by. This is one of them. 
And he denied it again. And 
a little after, thev that stood 
by said again to teeter. Surely 
thou art one ' of them ; for 
thou art a Galilean, and thy 
speech agreeth thereto. But 
he began to curse and to 
swear, saying, I' know not 
this man of whom ye speak. 
And the second time the 
cock crew. And Peter called 
to mind the word that Jesus 
said unto him. Before the 
cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. And when 
he thought thereon, he wept. 

Tuesday before Easter. 
For the Jtpistk. Isaiah 1. 5. 

THE Lord God hath 
opened mine ear, and 
I was not rebellious, neither 
turned away back. I gave 
my back to the smiters, and 
mv cheeks to them that 
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plucked off the hair : I hid 
not my face from shame and 
spitting. For the Lord God 
will help me, therefore shall 
I not be confounded : there- 
fore have I set my face like 
a flinty and I know that I 
shall not be ashamed He 
is near that justifieth me ; 
who will contend with me^? 
Let us stand together ; who 
is mine adversary? let him 
come near to me. Behold, 
the Lord God will help me ; 
who is he that shall condemn 
me ? Lo, they all shall wax 
old as a garment : the moth 
shall eat them up. Who is 
among you that feareth the 
Lord, that obeyeth the voice 
of his servant, that walketh 
in darkness, and hath no 
liffht ? let him trust in the 
Name of the Lord, and stay 
upon his God. Behold, all ye 
that kindle a fire, that com- 
pass yourselves about with 
sparks ; walk in the light of 
your fire, and in the sparks 
that ye have kindled. This 
shall ye have of mine hand, 
ye shall lie down in sorrow. 
7%e Gospel St. Mark xv. 1. 

AND straightway in the 
momine tbe chief priests 
held a consultation with the 
elders, and scribes, and the 
whole council, and bound Je- 
sus, and carried him away, 
and delivered him to Pilate. 
And Pilate asked him. Art 
thou the King of the Jews ? 
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And he answering said unto 
him, Thou sayest it. And 
the chief priests accused him 
of many tilings : but he an^ 
swered nothing. And Pilate 
asked him again, saying, An- 
swerest thou nothing? be- 
hold how many things they 
witness against thee. But 
Jesus yet answered nothing : 
so that Pilate marvellra. 
Now at that feast he releas- 
ed unto them one prisoner, 
whomsoever they desired. 
And there was one ^amed 
Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made in- 
surrection with him, who had 
committed murder in the in- 
surrection. And the multi- 
tude, crying aloud, began to 
desire him to do as he had 
ever done unto them. But 
Pilate answered them, saying. 
Will ve that I release unto 
you the King of the Jews ? 
For he knew that the chief 
priests had delivered him for 
envy. But the chief priests 
moved the people, that he 
should rather release Barab- 
bas unto them. And Pilate 
answered, and said again un- 
to them. What will ye then 
that I shall do unto him 
whom ye call the King of 
the Jews ? And they cried 
out again, Crucify him. Then 
Pilate ssud unto them. Why, 
what evil hath he done? And 
diey cried out the more ex- 
ceedingly, Crucify him. And 
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so Pilate, willing to content 
the people, released Barabbas 
tintx) them, and delivered Je- 
su8» when he had scouixed 
him, to be crucified, ^d 
the soldiers led him away in- 
to the hall, called Prsetorium; 
and they call together the 
whole band. KnA they 
clothed him with purple, and 
platted a crown of thorns, 
and put it about his head : 
and began to salute him, 
Hail, King of the Jews. And 
they smote him on the head 
with a reed, and did spit upon 
him, and bowing their knees 
worshipped him. And when 
they had mocked him they 
took off the purple from him, 
and put his own clothes on 
him, and led him out to cru- 
cify him. And they compel 
one Simon a Cyrenian, wno 
passed by, coming out of the 
country, the father of Alex- 
ander and Rufns, to bear bis 
cross. And they bring him 
unto the place Golgotha, 
which is, being interpreted. 
The place of a scull. And 
they gave him to drink wine 
mingled with myrrh ; but 
he received it not. And 
when they had crucified him 
tliey parted his garments, 
casting lots upon them, what 
every man should take. And 
it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him. And the 
superscription of his accusa- 
tion was written over, THE 
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KING OF THE JEWS. 
And with him they cnicif^ 
two thieves, the one on his 
right hand, and the other on 
his left. And the scripture 
was fulfilled, which saith^ 
And he was numbered with 
the transgressors. And they 
that passed by railed on him, 
wagging their heads, and 
saying. Ah, thou that de- 
stroyest the temple, and 
buildest it in three days, save 
thyself, and comedo^ from 
the cross. Likewise also the 
chief priests mocking said a* 
mong themselves, with th^ 
scribes. He saved others; 
himself he cannot save. Let 
Christ the King of Israel de- 
scend now from the cross, 
that we may see and believe^ 
And they that were crucified 
with him reviled him. And 
when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness 
over the whole land until the 
ninth hour. And at the 
ninth hour Jesus cried with 
a loud voice, saying, Elo^ 
Eloij lama sabacfitham f 
which is, bein^ interpreted. 
My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me? And some 
of them that stood by, when 
they heard it, said, Behold^ 
he calleth Elias. And one 
ran and filled a spunge full 
of vinegar, and put it on a 
reed, and gave him to drink, 
saying. Let alone ; let us see 
whether Elias will come to 
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take him down. And Jesas 
cried with a loud voice, and 
"gave VLp the ghost ' And the 
^vail or the temple was rent 
in twain fr6m tne top to the 
bottom'. ' And when the cen- 
turion, which stood over 
against him, saw that he so 
cried out^ and gave up the 
^hostj he said, Truly this 
man was the Son of God. 

JVednesdajf hefbre Easter. 
71ie Epistk. Hebrews ix. 16. 

WHERE a testament is, 
there must also of ne- 
tessity be the death of the 
testator: for a testament is 
of force after men are dead ; 
TDtherwise it is of no strength 
at all whilst the testator Tiv- 
cth. Whereupon, neither the 
first testament was dedicated 
without blood: for when 
Moses had spoken every pre- 
cept to all the people, ac- 
cording to the law, he took 
the blood of calves and of 
goats, with water, and scar- 
let wool, and hyssop, and 
sprinkled both the book, and 
all the people, saying, This 
is the blood of the testament, 
which God hath enjoined 
unto you. Moreover, he 
sprinkled with blood both 
tne tabernacle, and all the 
vessels of the ministry. And 
almost all things are by the 
law purged with blood ; and 
without sheddine of blood is 
no remission. It was therc- 
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fore necessary that the pat^ 
terns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these ; 
but the heavenly things them- 
selves with better sacrifices 
than these. For Christ is not 
entered into the holv places 
made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true, but 
into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God 
for us; nor yet that he 
should offer himself often, as 
the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year 
with blooa of others: for 
then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of 
the world ; but now once in 
the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of himself. And 
as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the 
judgement: so Christ; was 
once offered to bear the sins 
of many ; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin 
unto salvation. 

The Gospel St Luke xxii. 1. 

NOW the feast of unlcav- 
ened bread drew nigh, 
which is called the Passover. 
And the chief priests and 
scribes sought how they 
might kill him; for they 
feared the people. Then en- 
tered Satan into Judas sur- 
named Iscariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. And 
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he went his way, and com- 
muned with the chief priests 
and captains, how he might 
betray nim unto them. And 
they were glad, and cove- 
nanted to give him monev. 
And he promised, and sougnt 
opportunity to betray him 
unto them in the absence of 
the multitude. Then came 
the day of unleavened bread, 
when the passover must be 
killed. And he sent Peter 
and John, saying. Go and 
prepare us the passover, that 
we may eat. And they said 
unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare? And he 
said unto tnem. Behold, when 
ye are entered into the city, 
there shall a man meet you, 
bearing a pitcher of water ; 
follow him into the house 
where he entereth in. And 
ye shall say unto the wood- 
man of the house. The Master 
saith unto thee, Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I shall 
eat the. passover with my dis- 
ciples? And he shall shew 
you a large upper-room fur- 
nished ; there make ready. 
And they went, and found as 
he had said unto them : and 
they made ready the pass- 
o^reh And when the nour 
was- come he' sat down, and 
the twelve Apostles with him. 
And he said unto them, With 
desire I have desired to eat 
this passover with you before 
I suffer : for I say unto you, 
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I will not any more eat there- 
of until it be fulfilled in the 
Kingdom of God. And he 
took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and said. Take this, 
and divide it amoiig your* 
selves. For I say unto you^ 
I will not drink of the fruit 
of tlie vine, until the King- 
dom of God shall come. And 
he took bread, and gave 
thanks, and brake it, and 
^ve unto them, saying, This 
IS my body, which is given 
for you : this do in rememr 
brance of me. Likewise also 
the cup after supper, saying 
This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood, which is 
shed for you. But behold, 
the hand of him that betrav- 
eth me is with me on the 
table. And truly the Son of 
Arlan goeth as it was deter- 
mined; but wo unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed. 
And they began to enquire 
among themselves, which o^* 
them it was that .should do 
this thing. And there was 
also a strife among them, 
which of them should be 
accounted the greatest. And 
he said unto them. The 
kings of the Gentiles ex- 
ercise lordship over them, 
and they that exercise autho- 
rity upon them are called be- 
nefactors. But ye shall mot 
be so : but he that is great- 
est among you, let him be as 
the younger ; and he that iji 
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chief, as he that doth serve. 
For whether is greater, he 
that sitteth at meat, or he 
that serveth ? is not he 
that sitteth at meit? but I 
toi amone you as he that 
serveth. i c are they which 
have continued with me 
in my temptations. And 
I appoint unto you a king- 
dom, as my Father ham 
appointed unto me; that ye 
may eat and drink at my 
table in my kin^om, and sit 
on thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Israel. And the 
Lord said, Simon, Simon, be- 
hold, Satan hath desired to 
have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat: but I have 
prayed for thee, that thy 
taitli fail not ; and when thou 
art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren. And he said unto 
him, Lord, I am ready to go 
with thee both into prison 
and to death. And he said, 
I tell thee, Peter, the cock 
shall not crow this day, be- 
fore that thou shalt thrice 
deny that thou knowest me. 
And he said unto them, 
When I sent you without 

}>urse, and scrip, and shoes, 
acked ye any thing? And 
they said. Nothing. Then 
said he unto them, But now, 
he that hath a purse, let him 
take it, and likewise his 
scrip: and he that hath no 
sword, let him sell his gar- 
ment, and buy one. For I 
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say unto you. That this that 
is written must yet be accom- 
plished in me. And he was 
reckoned among the trans- 
gressors : for the things con- 
cerning me have an end. 
And they said. Lord, behold, 
here are two swords. And 
he said unto them, It is 
enough. And he came out, 
and went, as he was wont, to 
the mount of Olives, and his 
disciples also followed him. 
And when he was at the 

?lace, he said unto them, 
^ray, that ye enter not into 
temptation. And he was 
withdrawn from them about 
a stone's cast, and kneeled 
down and prayed, saying, 
Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me: 
nevertheless, not my will, 
but thine be done. And 
there appeared an angel unto 
him from heaven, streng^- 
ening him. And being in 
an agony, he prayed more 
earnestly ; and his sweat was 
as it were great drops of 
blood falling doMm to the 
ground. And when he rose 
up from prayer, and was 
come to nis ^disciples, he 
found them sleeping for sor- 
row, and said unto them. 
Why sleep ye ? rise and pray, 
lest ye enter into temptation. 
And while he yet spake, be- 
hold, a multitude, and he 
that was called Judas, one of 
the twelve^ went before them. 
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and diew near unto Jesus to 
kiss him. But Jesus said 
unto him, Judas, betiayest 
thou the Son of Man with a 
kiss ? When they who were 
about him saw what would 
JbUow, they said unto him, 
Lord, shall we smite with the 
aword? And one of them 
smote the servant of the hieh 
priest, and cut off his ri^t 
ear. - And Jesus answered 
and said, Suffer ve thus far. 
And he touched nis ear, and 
healed him. Then Jesus said 
unto the chief priests, and 
captains of the temple, and 
the elders who were come to 
him. Be ve come out as 
against a thief, with swords 
and staves ? When I was 
daily with you in the temple, 
ye stretched forth no hands 
against me : but this is your 
hour,. and the power of dark- 
ness. Then took they him, 
and led him, and brought 
him into the high priest's 
house: and Peter followed 
afar off. And when they 
had kindled a fire in the 
midst of the hall, and were 
set down together, Peter sat 
down among them. But a 
certain maid beheld him, as 
he sat by the ^re, and eam- 
estlv looked upon him, and 
saici^ This man was also with 
him. And he denied him, 
saying. Woman, I know him 
not And after a little while 
another saw him, and said, 
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Thou art also of them. And 
Peter said, Man, I am not 
And about the space of one 
hour after, another confi- 
dently affirmed, sayings Of a 
truth this fellow also was 
with him ; for he is a Gali- 
lean. And Peter said, Man, 
I know not what thou sav- 
est And immediately, while 
he yet spake, the cock crew. 
And the Lord turned, and 
looked upon Peter ; and Pe- 
ter remembered the word of 
the Lord, how he had said 
unto him. Before the cock 
crow, thou shalt deny me 
thrice. And Peter went out, 
and wept bitterly. And the 
men that held Jesus mocked 
him, and smote him. And 
when they had blindfolded 
liim, they struck him on 
the face, and asked him, 
saying. Prophesy, who is 
it that smote thee? And 
many other things blasphe- 
mously spake they a^nst 
him. And as soon as it was 
day, the elders of the people, 
and the chief priests, and the 
scribes, came togedier, and 
led him into their council, 
savings Art thou the Christ? 
tell us. And he said unto 
them. If I tell you, ye will 
not believe : and if I also 
ask you, ve will not answer 
me, nor let me go. Here- 
after shall the Son of Mui 
sit on the right hand of the 
power of God Then said 
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they all. Art thou then the 
Son of God? And he said 
unto them, Ye ny that I 
am. And they said, What 
need we any further witness ? 
for we ourselves have heard 
of his own mouth. 
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Thursday before Easter. 

The Epistk. 1 Cor. xi. 17. 

" N this that I declare unto 
you,' I praise you not; 
that ye come together not 
for the better, but for the 
worse. For first ofall, when ye 
come together in the church, 
I hear that there be divisions 
amon^ you, and I partly be- 
lieve It For there must be 
also heresies among you, that 
they who are approved may 
be made manifest among 
you. When ye come toge- 
ther therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the Lord's 
supper: for in eating every 
one taketh before otlier his 
own- supper ; and one is hun- 
and another is drunken, 
lat, have ye not houses 
to eat and to drink in? or 
despise ye the Church of 
God, and shame them that 
have not ? What shall I say 
to you? shall I praise you 
in this ? ' I praise you not. 
For I have received of the 
Lord that which also I de- 
livered unto you, That the 
Lord Jesus, the same night 
m which he was betrayed, 
took bread ; and when he 
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had given tlianks, he brake it, 
and said. Take, eat ; this is 
my body, which is broken 
for you : this do in remem* 
brance of me. After the 
same manner also he took thd 
cup; when he had supped, 
say^g, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood : this 
do ye, as oft as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me. For 
as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do 
shew the Lord's aeath till 
he come. Wherefore, whoso- 
ever shall eat this bread, and 
drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, snail be guilty 
of the body and blood of the 
Lord. But let a man ex- 
amine himself, and so let him 
eat of that bread, and drink 
of that cup. For he that 
eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not 
discerning the Lord's body. 
For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among^ vou, 
and many sleep. For if we 
would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged. But 
when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that 
we should not be condemned 
with the world. Wherefore, 
my brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one for 
another. And if any man 
hunger, let him eat at home ; 
that ye come not together 
unto condemnation. And 
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the Test will I set in order 

when I come. 

TheGriMeL. St Lukexxiii. 1. 

T'HE whole multitude of 
. them arose, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they began 
to accuse him, saying, We 
found this fellow perverting 
the nation, and foroiddin^ to 
give tribute to Csesar, saymg, 
That he himself is Christ a 
King. And Pilate asked him, 
saying, Art thou the King of 
tfaie Jews ? And he answered 
him, and said, Thou sayest 
it. Then said Pilate to the 
chief priests, and to the peo- 
ple, I find no fault in this 
man. And they were the 
more fierce, saying, He stir- 
reth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, begin- 
ning from Galilee to this 
pdao?. When Pilate heard of 
Galilee, he asked whether 
the man were a Galilean. 
And as soon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Herods 
uirisdiction, he sent him to 
Herod, who himself was also 
at Jerusalem at that time. 
And when Herod saw Jesus 
he was exceeding glad; for 
he was desirous to see him of 
a long season, because he had 
heard many things of him ; 
and he hoped to have seen 
some miracle done by him. 
Then he questioned with him 
in many words ; but he an- 
swered him nothing. And 
the chief priests and scribes 
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stood and vehemently accu-* 
sed him. And Herod ^vith 
his men of war set him at 
nought, and mocked him, 
and arrayed him in a gorge* 
ous robe, and sent him agaiu 
to Pilate. And the same day 
Pilate and Herod were made 
friends together; for before 
they were at enmity between 
themselves. And Pilate, when 
he had called together the 
chief priests, and the rulers^ 
and the people, said unto 
them, Ye have brought this 
man unto me^ as one that 
perverteth the people: and 
oehold, I, having examined 
him before you, have found 
no fault in this man touching 
those things whereof ye ac- 
cuse him : No, nor yet He- 
rod : for I sent you to him ; 
and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. \ 
will therefore chastise him^ 
and release him. For of ne- 
cessity he must release one 
unto them at the feast. And 
they cried out all at once, 
saymg^ Away with this man, 
and release unto us Barabbas ; 
(who for it certain sedition 
made in the ci^, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) 
Pilate therefore, willing to re- 
lease Jesus, spake again to 
them. But they cried; say- 
mg,Cracify.hiin';cruc^hi^. 
And he said unto. them the 
third time, ii Why, what .evil 
liatlr he donePr I have found 
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no cause of death in him : I 
will therefore chastise him, 
and let him ^. And they 
were instant with loud voices, 
requiring that he mi^ht be 
crucified : and the voices of 
them and of the chief priests 
prevailed. And Pilate gave 
sentence that it should be as 
they required. And he re- 
leased unto them him tliat 
for sedition and murder was 
cast into prison, whom they 
had desired; but he delivered 
Jesus to their will. And as 
they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon a Cyre- 
nian, comine out of tlie coun- 
tty, and on nim thev laid the 
cross, that he might bear it 
after Jesus. And there fol- 
lowed him a great company 
of people, and of women, 
which also bewailed and la- 
mented him. But Jesus, turn- 
ing unto them, said. Daugh- 
ters of Jerusalem, weep not 
for me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. 
For behold, the davs are 
coming, in the which they 
•hall say. Blessed are the bar- 
ren, and the wombs that ne- 
ver bare, and the pans which 
never gave suck. Tnen shall 
they begin to say to the 
mountains, Fall on us; and 
to the hills, Cover us. For if 
they do these thines in a 
^^een tree, what shallbe done 
in the dry ? And there were 
also two other, malefactors, 
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led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were 
come to the place which is 
called Calvary, there they 
crucified him ; and the male- 
factors, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the 
left. Then said Jesus, Father, 
forgive them, for tliey know 
not what they do. And they 
parted his raiment, and cast 
lots. And the people stood 
beholdmg; and the rulers 
also with them derided him, 
saying. He saved others ; let 
him save himself, if he be 
Christ, the chosen of God. 
And the soldiers also mocked 
him, coming to him, and of- 
fering him vinegar, and say- 
ing. If thou be the King of 
the Jews, save thyself And 
a superscription also was vnrit- 
ten over nim in letters of 
Greek, and Latin, and He- 
brew, THIS IS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And one 
of the malefactors, which 
werehan^d, railed on him, 
saying, If thou be Christ, 
save myself, and us. But the 
other answering rebuked him, 
saying. Dost not thou fear 
God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation r And we 
indeed justly ; for we receive 
the due reward of our deeds, 
but this man hath done no- 
thing amiss. And he said 
unto Jesus, Lord, remember 
me when thou comest into 
tliy kingdom. And Jesus said 
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unto him, Verily I say unto 
thee. To-day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. And it 
was about the sixth hour: 
and there was a darkness over 
all the earth until the ninth 
hour. And the sun was dark- 
ened, and the vail of the 
temple was rent in the midst. 
Ana when Jesus had cried 
with a loud voice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I 
commend my spirit: and 
having said thus, ne gave up 
the ^ost Now when the 
centurion saw what was done, 
he glorified God, sajrin^, Cer- 
tainly this was a righteous 
man. And all the people that 
came together to that sight, 
beholding the things that were 
done, smote their breasts, and 
returned. And all his ac- 
(luaintance, and the women 
tnat followed him from Gali* 
lee, stood afar off, beholding 
these things.

The Epistle. Hebrews x. 1. 

THE law having a shadow 
of good things to come, 
and not die very ima^e of the 
things, can never with those 
sacrifices, which they offered 
year by year continually, 
make the comers thereunto 
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perfect : for then would they 
not have ceased to be offer- 
ed? because that the worship- 
pers once purged should have 
nad no more conscience of 
sins. But in those sacrifices 
there is a remembr^ce again 
made of sins every year. 
For it is not possible that 
the blood of bulls and of 
ffoats should take away sins. 
Wherefore, when he com- 
eth into tlie world, he saith, 
Sacrifice and offering thou 
wouldest not, but a body 
hast thou prepared me: 
In bumt-offenn^ and sa- 
crifices for sin thou hast 
had no pleasure : Then said 
I, Lo, I come (in the vo- 
lume of the book it is writ- 
ten of me) to do tliy will, 
O God. Above, when he 
said, Sacrifice and offering, 
and burnt-offerings, and of- 
fering for sin tnou would- 
est not, neither hadst plea- 
sure therein, which are of- 
fered by the Law : then said 
he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh 
awav the first, that he may 
establish the second. By the 
which will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for 
all. And every priest stand- 
eth daily miiristering, and of- 
fering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins. But this man, 
jafter he had offered one sa- 
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crifice for sins, for ever sat 
down on the right hand of 
God; from henceforth ex- 
pecting till his enemies bie 
made his foot-stool. For by. 
one offering he hath perfect- 
ed for ever them that arc 
sanctified : Wliereof the Holy 
Ghost also is a witness to us :' 
for after that he had said be- 
fore, Tills is the covenant 
that I will make with them 
after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put my laws in- 
to their hearts, and in their 
minds will I write them ; 
and their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 
Now where remission of tliese 
is, there is no more offering 
for sin. Having therefore, 
brethren, boldness to enter 
into the holiest by the blood 
of Jesus, by a new and living 
way, which he hath conse- 
crated for us, through the 
vail, that is to say, his flesh ; 
and having an High Priest 
over the house of God ; let 
us draw near with a true 
heart, in full assurance of 
faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil con- 
science, and our bodies wash- 
ed with pure water. Let us 
hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering ; 
(for he is faithful that pro- 
mised;) and let us consider 
one another to provoke unto 
lov^ and to good works ; not 
forsaking the assembling of 
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ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is ; but ex- 
horting one another : and so 
much the more, as ye sec the 
day approaching. 
Tne Gospel. St. John xix. 1 . 

PILATE therefore took 
Jesus, and scourged him. 
And the soldiers platted a 
crown of thorns, and put it 
tm his head, and they put on 
him a purple robe, and said, 
Hail, King of the Jews : and 
they smote him with their 
hands. Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and saith unto 
them, Behold, I bring him 
forth to you, that ye may 
know that I find no fault in 
him. Then came Jesus forth, 
wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the purple robe. And 
Pilate saith unto them. Be- 
hold the man! When the 
chief priests therefore and 
officers saw him, thev cried 
out, saving, Crucify him, 
crucify him. Pilate saith un- 
to them. Take ye him, and 
crucify him: for I find no 
fault 111 him. The Jews an- 
swered him. We have a law, 
and by our law he ought to 
die, 1>ecause he made himself 
the Son of God. When Pi- 
late therefore heard that say- 
ing, he was the more afraid; 
and went again into the 
judgement-hall, and saith un- 
to Jesus, Whence art thou? 
But Jesus gave him no an^ 
swer. Then saith Pilate un-

to him, Speakest thou not 
unto me ? knowest thou not 
that I have power to crucify 
thee, and have powet to re- 
lease thee? Jesus answered, 
Thou couldest have no power 
at all against me, except it 
were given thee from above; 
therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the greater 
sin. And from thenceforth 
Pilate sought to release him : 
but the Jews cried out, say- 
ing, If thou let this man go^ 
thou art not Caesar's friend : 
whosoever maketh himself a 
king speaketh against Cassar. 
When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Je- 
sus forth, and sat down in 
the judgement-seat, in a place 
that is called the Pavement 
but in the Hebrew, Gabba-^ 
tha. And it was the prepap 
ration of the passover, and 
about the sixth nour : and he 
saith unto the Jews,. Behold 
your King! But they cried 
out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucify him. Pi- 
late saith unto them, Shall I 
crucify your King? The chief 
priests answered. We have no 
king but Caesar. Then deli- 
vered he him theriefore unto 
them to be crucified : and 
they took Jesus, and led him 
away. And he, bearing his 
cross, went forth into a place 
called the place of a scull, 
which is called in the He- 
brew, Golgotha : where they 
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crucified UiDi and two other 
with him, on either side one, 
amd Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title, and put 
it on the cross ; and the writ- 
ing was, JE3US OF NAZA- 
RETH THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. This title then 
read many of the Jews: for 
the place where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the 
dity : and it was written in 
Hebrew, and Greek, and La- 
tin. Then said die chief 
priests of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not, The King of the 
Jews; but that he said, I 
am the King of the Jews. 
Pilate answemi. What I have 
written, I have written. 
Then the soldiers, when the^ 
had crucified Jesus, took his 
garments, and made four 
partS) to every soldier a part ; 
and also hb coat: now the 
coat was without seam, wov- 
en from tlie top throughout. 
They said therefore among 
themselves. Let us not rend 
it, but cast lots for it, whose 
it shall be: that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, 
which saith. They parted my 
raiment among them, and for 
mv vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the 
soldiers did. Now there stood 
by the cross of Jesus, his mo- 
ther, and his mother's sister, 
Mary the wife of Cleophas, 
and Mary Magdalene. When 
Jesus therefore saw his mo- 
no 



ther, and the disciple standi 
in^ by, whom he loved, he 
saith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy son. Then 
saith he to th^ disciple. Be- 
hold thy mother. And from 
that hour that disciple took 
her unto his own home. 
After this, Jesus^ knowing 
that all things, were now ac- 
complished, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saitn, 
I thirst. Now there was set 
a vessel full of vinegar : and 
they filled a spunjge with 
vinegar, and put it upon 
hyssop, and put it to his 
mouth. When Jesus there- 
fore had received the vine- 
gar, he said. It is fiqished: 
and he bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghost. The Jews 
therefore, because it was the 
preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the 
cross on the sabbath-day, (for 
that sabbath -day was an 
high day,) besought Pilate 
that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might 
be taken away. Then came 
the soldiers, and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the 
other which was crucified 
with him. But when they came 
to Jesus, and saw that he was 
dead alreadv, they brake not 
his legs. , But one of the sol- 
diers with a spear pierced his 
side, and forthwith came 
thereout blood and water. 
And he that saw it bare re- 
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cord, .aad. his record is true : 
and he knoweth that he saitfa 
true, that ye might believe. 
For these things were done 
that the Scripture should be 
fiilfiUedy A IxMie of him shall 
not be broken. And ajrain, 
another Scripture saith, They 
shall look on him whom they 
pierced. 

EASTER EVEN. 
The CoUect 

GRANT, O Lord, that

IT is better, if the will of 
God be so, that ye suffer 
for wellrdoing, than for evil- 
doing. For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the 
just for the unjust, that he 
might bring us to God, be- 
ing put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit 
By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in 
prison ; whicH^sometime were 
ilisobedient, whea once the 
long-sufiering of God Mraited 
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in the days of Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing; 
wherein few, that is, ei^t 
souls, were saved by water. 
The like figure whereunto^ 
even baptism, doth also now 
save us, (not the putting away 
tlie filth of the flesh, but tht 
answer of a good conscience 
towards God|) by tlie resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ : who 
is gone into heaven, and is 
on the right hand of God^ 
angels and authorities amt 
powers being made subject 
unto him. 
TheGaspeL St Matt xxvii. 57. 

WHEN the even was 
come, there came a 
rich man of Arimathsea, nam- 
ed Joseph, who also himself 
was Jesus' disciple. He went 
to Pilate, and begged the 
body of Jesus. Then Pilate 
commanded the body to be 
delivered. And when Joseph 
had taken the body, he wrap- 
ped it in a clean linen clotn, 
and laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn 
out in the rock ; and he roll- 
ed a great stone to the door 
of the sepulchre, and depart- 
ed. And there was Mary 
Magdalene, and the other 
Mary, sitting over against 
the sepulchre. Now the 
next day that followed the 
day of the preparation, the 
chief priests and Pharisees 
came together unto Pilate^ 
saying, Sir^ we remember 
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that that deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive, After three 
dsiys I will rise again. Com- 
nunc! therefore that the se- 
puli'hrt- be made sure until 
the third dnv, lest his disci- 
ules come by night and steal 
iiini away, and say unto the 
|)eo|»le, lie is risen from the 
dead : so the last error shall 
W worse than the first. Pi- 
late said unto them, Ye have 
a watch ; co vour wav, make 
It as sure as voii can. ^o 
they went and made tlie 
scpuldue sure, scaling the 
stone, and setting a watch.

seeth the linen clothes lie; 
and the napkin that was 
about his head, not lying 
with the linen clothes,' but 
wrapped together in a place 
bv itself. Then went in also 
that other disciple which 
came first to the sepulchre, 
and he saw, and believed. 
For as yet thev knew not 
the Scripture, tbat he must 
rise aeain from the dead. 
Then the disciples went away 
again unto their own home.

PETER opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I 
perceive that God is no re- 
specter of persons; but in 
every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteous 
ness, is accepted with hinu 
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The word which God sent 
unto the children of Israel, 
preaching peace by Jesus 
Christ; (he is Lord of alt;) 
that word (I s^y) ye know, 
which was published through- 
out all Judasa, and began 
from Galilee, after the bap- 
tism which John preached: 
how God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy 
Ghost, and with power; who 
went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppress- 
ed of tne devil : for God was 
with him. And we are wit- 
nesses of all things which he 
did, both in the land of the 
Jews, and in Jerusalem ; 
whom they slew, and hanged 
on a tree: Him God raised 
up the third day, and shewed 
him openly ; not to all the 
ptople, but unto witnesses 
chosen before of God, even 
to us, who did eat and drink 
with him after he rose from 
the dead. And he command- 
ed us to preach unto the peo- 
le, and to testify that it is 
e who was ordained of God 
to be the Judge of quick and 
dead. To him give all the pro- 

f)hets witness, that through 
lis Name whosoever believ- 
eth in him shall receive re- 
mission of sins. 
The Gospel. St. Luke xxiv. 1 3. 

BEHOLD, two of his dis- 
ciples went that same 
day to a village called Em- 
maus, which was from Jeru- 
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salem about threescore far* 
longs. And they talked to- 
gether of all these things 
which had happened. And 
it came to pass, that while 
they communed together, 
and reasoned, Jesus himself 
drew near, and went with 
them. But their eyes were 
holden, that they should not 
know him. And he said un- 
to them. What manner of 
communications are these 
that ye have one to another, 
as ye walk, and are sad ? And 
the one of them, whose name 
was Cleopas, answering, said 
unto him. Art thou only a 
stranger in Jerusalem, and 
hast not known the things 
which are come to pass there 
in these days ? And he said 
unto them. What things? 
And they said unto him, 
Concerning Jesus of Naza- 
reth, who was a prophet 
mighty in deed and word, 
before God and all the peo- 
ple : And how the cnief 
priests and our rulers deliver- 
ed him to be condemned to 
death, and have crucified 
him. But we trusted that it 
had been he which should 
have redeemed Israel : and 
besides all this, to-day is the 
third day since these things 
were done. Yea, and cer- 
tain women also of our com- 
pany made us astonished, 
which were early at the se- 
pulchre ; and when they 
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found not his body, they 
came, saying, that they had 
also seen a vision of ane^els, 
which said that he was alive. 
And certain of them which 
were with us went to the 
sepulchre, and found it even 
so as the women had said; 
but him they saw not. Then 
he said unto them, O fools, 
and slow of heart to believe 
all that the prophets have 
spoken : ought not Christ to 
have suffered these things, 
and to enter into his glory ? 
And beginning at Moses, and 
all the prophets, he expound- 
ed unto them in all the 
Scriptures the things con- 
cerning himself. And they 
drew nigh unto the village 
whither they went; and he 
made as though he would 
have gone further : but they 
constrained him, saying. 
Abide with us, for it is to- 
wards evening, and the day 
is fair spent And he went 
in to tarry with them. And 
it came to pass, as he sat at 
meat with them, he took 
bread, and blessed it, and 
brake, and gave to them. 
And their eyes were opened, 
and they knew him, and he 
vanishea out of their sight. 
And they said one to ano- 
ther. Did not our heart burn 
within us, while he talked 
with us by the way, and 
while he opened to us the 
Scriptures ? And they rose 
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up the same hour, and re^ 
turned to Jerusalem, and 
found the eleven gathered 
together, and them that were 
with them, saying, The Lord 
is risen indeed, and hath 
appeared to Simon. And 
they told what things were 
done in the way, and now he 
was known of them in break- 
ing of bread.

MEN and brethren, chil- 
dren of the stock of 
Abraham, and wliosoever a- 
mong you feareth . God, to 
you is the word of this s^va- 
tion sent. For they that 
dwell at Jerusalenf, and their 
rulers, because they knew 
him not, nor yet the voices 
of the prcn>hets which are 
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read every sabbath-day, they 
luive fulnlled them in con- 
demning him. And though 
they found no cause of death 
in him, yet desired they Pi- 
late that he should be slain. 
And when they had fulfilled 
all that was written of him, 
they took him down from 
the tree, and laid him in a 
sepulchre. But God raised 
him from the dead : and he 
was seen many days of them 
which came up with him 
from Galilee to Jerusalem, 
who are his witnesses unto 
the people. And we declare 
unto you glad tiding, how 
that tne promise which was 
made unto the fathers, God 
hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he 
hath raised up Jesus again; 
as it is also written in the 
second Psalm, Thou art my 
Son, this day have I begotten 
thee. And as concerning 
that he raised him up from 
the dead, now no more to 
return to corruption, he said 
on this wise, I will give you 
the sure mercies of David. 
Wherefore he saidi also in 
another Psalm, Thou shalt 
not suffer thine Holy One to 
see corruption. For David, 
after he had served his own 

generation by the will of 
od, fell on sleep, and was 
laid unto his fathers, and 
saw . corruption : But he 
whom God raised again saw 
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no corruption. Be it knowa 
unto you therefore, men and 
brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you 
the forgiveness of sins : And 
by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, 
from which ye could not be 
justified by the law of Mo- 
ses. Beware therefore, lest 
that come upon you which is 
spoken of in the prophets; 
Behold, ye despisers, and 
wonder, and perish ; .-for I 
work a work in your days, a 
work which ye shall in no 
wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto you. 
The Gospel. St. Luke xxiv. 36. 

JESUS himself stood in the 
midst of them, and saith 
unto them, Peace be unto 
you. But they were terri- 
fied and afirighted, and sup- 
posed that thev had seen a 
spirit And he said imto 
tnem, Why are ye troubled, 
and why do thoughts arise 
in your hearts ? Behold m^ 
hands and my feet, that it la 
I myself : handle me, "mmL 
see; for a spirit hath not 
flesh and bones, as ye see me 
have. And when he had 
thus spoken, he shewed them 
his hands and his feet And 
while they yet believed not 
for joy, and wondered, he 
said unto them. Have ye 
here any meat? Ajdd they 
ve him a piece of a broiled 
\ and of an honey comb. 
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And he took it, and did eat 
befiure them. Ai^d he said 
unto them, These are the 
words which I spake unto 
you, while I was yet with 
you, that all things must be 
fulfilled which were written 
in the law of Moses, and in 
the Prophets, and in the 
Psalms concerning me. Then 
opened he their understand- 
ing, that th^ might under- 
stand the Scriptures, and 
said unto tliem, Thus it is 
written, and thus it behoved 
Christ to suffer, and to rise 
from the dead the third day ; 
and that repentance and re- 
mission of sins should be 
preached in his Name among 
all nations, beeinning at Je- 
rusalem. And ye are wit- 
nesses of these things.

whom also he shewed him- 
self alive after his passiion, 
by many infallible proofs; 
being seen of tliem forty 
days, and speaking of the 
thmgs pertaining to the 
Kingdom of Goa : and, be- 
ing assembled together with 
them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from 
Jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of 
me. For John truly bap- 
tized with water, but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. 
When they therefore were 
come together, they asked of 
him, saying, Lord, wilt thou 
at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel? And he 
said unto them, It is not for 
you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power. 
But ye shall receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you ; and ye 
shall be witnesses unto me, 
both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judasa, and in Samaria, and 
unto the uttermost part of 
the earth. And wnen he 
had spoken these tilings, 
while they beheld, he was 
taken up, and a cloud re- 
ceived him out of their sight 
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And while thev looked sted- 
fantly toward heaven, as he 
vent up, behold, two men 
stood by them in white ap- 
parel ; which also said, \ e 
men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? This 
same Jesus, which is taken 
up' from you into heaven, 
shall so come, in like manner 
ai ye have seen him go into 
heaven. 
The Gospel. St. Markxvi. 14. 

JESUS appeared unto the 
eleven as they sat at 
meat, and upbraided them 
with their unbelief and hard- 
ness of heart, because they 
believed not them which had 
seeta him after he was risen. 
And he said unto them, Go 
ye into all the world, and 
preach the Gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be 
saved ; but tie that believeth 
not shall be damned. And 
th^se si^s shall follow them 
that believe : In my Name 
shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new 
tongues ; they shall take up 
serpents; anci if they drink 
any deadly thing, it snail not 
hurt them ; they shall lay 
hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover. So then after 
the Lord had spoken unto 
them, he was received up in- 
to heaven, ind sat on the 
fight hand tof God. And 
they went forth and preach- 
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ed every where, the Lord 
working with them, and con- 
firming the Word with sig^ 
following.

And there appeared 
unto them cloven tongues, 
like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them : and they were 
all filled witli the Holy Ghost, 
and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit eave 
them utterance. And were 
were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven. 
Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came 
together, and were confound- 
ed, because that every man 
heard them speak in his own 
language. And they were all 
amazed, and marvelled, say- 
ing one to another, Behold, 
are not all these which speak 
Galileans? And how hear we 
every man in our own toneue 
wherein we were bom ? Par- 
Uiians, and Medes, and £la- 
mites^ and the dwellers in Me^* 
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sopotaniia, and in Judaea, and 
Cappadocia, in Pontus, and 
Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphy- 
lia, in Egypt, and in the parts 
of Libya about Cyrene, and 
strangers of Rome, Jews, and 
Proselytes, Cretes, and Ara- 
bians, we do hear them speak 
in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God. 
The Gospel St. John xiv. 15. 

JESUo said unto his dis- 
ciples, If ye love me, keep 
mv commandments. And I 
will pray the Father, and he 
shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with 
you for ever; even the Spirit 
of truth, whom the world can- 
not receive, because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth 
him : but ye know him ; for 
he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you. I will not 
leave you comfortless ; I will 
come to you. Yet a little 
while, and the world seeth 
me no more ; but ye see me : 
because I live, ye shall live 
also. At that day ye shall 
know, that I am in my Father, 
and ye in me, and I in you. 
He mat . hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he 
it is that loveth me ; and he 
that loveth me shall be loved 
of my Father, and I will love 
him, and will manifest myself 
to him. Judas saith unto him, 
(not Iscariot,) Lord, how is it 
diat thou wilt manifest thy- 
1^ unto us, and not unto the 
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world? Jesus answered and 
said unto him, If a man love 
me, he will keep my words^ 
and my Father will love him» 
and we will come unto him, 
and make our abode with-him. 
He that loveth me not keep- 
eth not my sayinn : and the 
word which ye near is not 
mine, but the Father's which 
sent me. These things have I 
spoken unto you, being yet 
present with you. But the 
Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my Name, he shall 
teach you all things, and bring 
all things to your remem* 
brance, whatsoever I have ssud 
unto you. Peace I leave with 
you, my peace I give unto 
you : not as the wond giveth, 
give I unto you. Let not 
your heart be troubled, nci» 
ther let it be afraid. Ye have 
heard how I said unto you, I 
go away, and come again unto 
you. If ye loved me, ye 
would rejoice, because I said, 
I go unto the Father : for my 
Father is greater than I. And 
now I have told you before it 
come to pass, that, when it la 
come to pass, ye mig^ht be* 
Ueve. Hereaf^r I will not 
talk much with you : for the 
prince of this world cometb, 
and hath nothing in me. 
But that the world may know 
that I love the Father; and 
as the Father gave me com* 
mandment, even so I dp. 
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Mmdmin Whitnm^BDtek, 
< The Collect

The Word which God sent 
unto the children of Israel, 
preaching peace by Jesus 
Christ ; (he is Lord of all ;)

reth with the Holy Ghost, 
and with power; who went 
about doing good, and heal- 
ing all that were oppressed of 
the devil : for God was with 
him. And we are witnesses 
of all things which he did, 
both in the land of the Jews, 
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and in Jerusalem ; whom they 
slew, and hanged on a ti'ee : 
Him God raised u^ the third 
day, and shewed him openly; 
not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of 
God ; even to us who did eat 
and drink with him after he 
rose from tlie dead. And he 
commanded us to preach un- 
to the people, and to testify 
that it is ne which was or- 
dained of God to be the 
Judge of auick and dead. To 
him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his Name 
whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins. 
VHiile Peter yet spake theste 
words, the Holy Gnost fell on 
all them which heard the 
word. And they of the ' cir- 
cumcision, which believed, 
were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that 
on the Gentiles also was pour, 
ed out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. For they heard them 
speak with tongues, and mag- 
nify God. Then answered 
Peter, Can any man forbid 
water, tliat these should not 
be baptized, which have re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost as 
well as we? And he com- 
manded them to be baptized 
in the Name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to 
tarry certain days. 
The Gospel. St. John iii. 16. 

GOD so loved the world, 
that hfe gave his only- 
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b c g ottea Son^ that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should 
notueririi, but have everlast- 
ing life. For God sent not 
his Son into the world to con- 
demn the world, but that 
the world through him might 
be saved. He Uiat believeth 
on him is not condemned: 
but he that believeth not is 
condemned already ; because 
he hath not believed in the 
Name of the only-begotten 
Son of God. ^ And this is the 
condemnation, that light is 
come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather 
than light, becaiise their 
deeds were evil. For every 
one that doeth evil hateth 
the ii^ht, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds 
should DC reproved. But he 
that doeth trutli cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may 
be made manifest, that they 
are wrought in God.

he was fallen upon none of 
them; only they were bap- 
tized in the ^fame of the 
Lord Jesus.) Then laid they 
their hands on them, and 
they received the Holy 
Ghost.

VERILY, verily I say un- 
to you, He that enter- 
eth not by the door into the 
sheep-fold, but climbedi up 
some other way, the same is 
a thief and a robber. But 
he tliat entereth in by tlie 
door is the shepherd of the 
sheep : to him the porter 
openeth ; and the sheep hear 
his voice, and he calleth his 
own sheen by name, and 
leadetli tiiem out. And, 
when he putteth forth his 
own sheep, he goeth before 
them, and the sheep follow 
him ; for they know his voice. 
And a stranger will they not 
follow; but will flee from 
him ; for they know not the 
voice of strangers. This pa-. 
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nble spake Jesus unto them : 
but they understood not what 
things they were which he 
ipake unto them. Then said 
Jesus unto them agsdn ; Ve- 
rily, verily I say unto you, 
I am the door ot the sheep. 
All that ever came before me 
are thieves and robbers ; but 
the sheep did not hear diem. 
I am the door ; by me if any 
man enter in, he shall be sav- 
ed, and shall go in and out, 
and find pasture. The thief 
Cometh not but for to steal, 
and to kill, and to destroy : 
I am come that they might 
have life, and that they 
might have it more abun- 
dantly.

And 
before tne dirone there was 
a sea of glass like unto crys- 
tal : and in the midst of the 
throne, and round about the 
throne, were four beasts full 
of eyes before and behind. 
And the first beast was like 
a lion, and the second beast 
like, a calf, and the third 
beast had a face as a man, 
and the fourth beast was like 
a flying eagle. And the four 
beasts had each of them six 
wings about him ; and they

were fill! of eyes within : and 
they test not clay and night, 
sayings Holy, holy, holy, 
Loid God Almighty, which 
was, and is, and is to come. 
And when those beasts give 
glory, and honour, and thanks, 
to htm that sat on the throne, 
who liveth for ever and ever, 
the four and twenty elders 
iaU down before him that sat 
on - the throne, and worship 
him tibat liveth for ever and 
ever, and cast their crowns 
before the thrpne, saying. 
Thou art worthy, O Lord, to 
receive glory, and honour, 
and power ; for thou hast 
created all things, and forr 
iky pleasure they are and 
were created. 
TheGaneL StJohniii. 1. 

THERE was a man of the 
Pharisees, named Nico- 
demus, a ruler of the Jews : 
the same came to Jesus by 
night, and said unto him, 
Rwbi, we know that thou 
art a teacher eome from God : 
for no man can do these 
miracles that thou doest, ex- 
cept God be with him. Jesus 
abfcwered and said unto him. 
Verily, verily I say unto thee. 
Except a man be bom a- 
gain, he cannot see the 
Kingdom of God Nicode- 
miis saith unto him, How 
can 8 man be bom when he 
is oU? can he enter the 
second time into his mother's 
womb^ and be bora ?

Ye must be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it listetk 
and thou hearest the sound 
thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whi- 
ther it ^oeth; so is every 
one that is bom of the Spi-^ 
rit. Nicodemus answered 
and said unto him, How cam 
these things be? Jesus an-^ 
swered and said unto him, 
Art thou a master of Israel, 
and knowest not these things ? 
Verily, verily I say unto thee^ 
We speak that we do know, 
and testify that we have 
seen ; and ye receive not 
our >vitness. If I liave told 
you earthly things, and yc 
believe not; how shall yc 
believe, if I tell you of hea- 
venly things? And no man 
hath ascended up to heaven^ 
but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of Man,- 
who is in heaven. And as 
Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of Man be 
lifted up : that whosoever 
believeth in him should 
not perish, but have eternal 
life.

from hence to you cannot; 
neither can they pass to us, 
that would come from thence. 
Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou 
wouldest send him to my fa- 
cer's house : for I have five 
brethren; that he may testify 
cmto them, lest thiey also 
come into this place of tor- 
ment. Abraham saith unto 
him, They have Moses and 
the fm>pliets; let them hear 
thcQu . And he said^ Nay,

father Abraham ; but if one- 
went unto them from the 
dead, they will repent. An4> 
he said unto him, If thegr 
hear not Moses and the pro«> 
phets, neither will they be 
persuaded, though one. rose 
from the dead.

Who- 
soever hateth his brother is a 
murderer : and ye know that 
no murderer ham eternal life 
abiding in him.

For be was astonished, and 
all that were with him, a( 
the draught of the fishes 
which they had taken; and 
so was also James, and John, 
the sons of Zebedee, which 
were partners with Sinipii. 
And Jesus said unto Simon, 
Fear not, from hencefortii 
thou shalt catch men. And 
when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook 
all; and, followed him.

OGod, who hast prepared 
for them that love thee 
such good things as pass 
nAui's understanding; Pour 
kito our hearts such love to- 
irard thee, that we, loving 
tfaee above all things, may

KNOW ye not, that so 
many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ 
were baptized into his death ? 
Therefore we are buried with 
Kun by baptism into death; 
lliat like as Christ was raised 
up from the dead by the glory 
or the Father, even so we 
idso should walk in newness 
of life. For if we have been 
ijanted together in the like- 
sress of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his 
resurrection: knowing this, 
that our old man is crucified 
with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not 
serve sin. For he that is 
d^id is freed from j&in. Now 
if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live 
with' him; knowing that 
Ohtist being raised from the 
deiid diedi no more; death 
hath no more dominion over 
him.

God. Likewise reckon yp 
also yourselves to be d^d 
indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God thro* Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

JESUS said unto his disci* 
pies, Except your right* 
eousness shall exceed the 
righteousness of the Scribes 
and Pharisees, ye shall in no 
case enter into the Kinfi;dom 
of heaven. Ye have neard 
that it was said by them of 
c^d time. Thou shalt not kiU : 
and whosoever shall kill, shall 
be in danger of the- judge? 
ment. But I say unto you, 
That whosoever h angry with 
his brotlier without a cause 
shall be in danger of the 
judgement: and whosoever 
sliall say to his brother, liaca, 
shall be in danger of the 
council : but whosoever shall 
say, Thou fool, sliall be in 
danger of hell-fire. There^ 
fore if thou bring thy gift to 
the altar, and there remem- 
berest that thy brother hatli 
oaght against thee; leave 
there thy gift before the al- 
tar,' and ffo thy way, first be 
reconciled to thy brother, 
and then come and offer thy 
gift. Agree with thine ad- 
versary ciuickly, whiles thou 
art in me way with him; 
lest at any time the adversary 
deliver tme to the judge, and 
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Iht judge deliver thee to the 
ofllcery and thou be cast into 
prison. Verily I say unto 
thee, Thou shalt by no means 
come out thence, till thou 
hast paid the uttermost far- 
thing.

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of sin is death : but die g^ft 
of God is eteriial life, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.

IN those days the multitude 
being very great, and hav^ 
ing nothing to eat, Jesus 
called his disciples unto himy 
and saith unto them, I have 
compassion on the multitude^ 
because they have now beeq 
with me three days, and have 
nothing to eat : and if I 
send tnem away fasting tp 
their own houses, tliey will 
faint by the way ; for diveit 
of them came from far. And 
his disciples answered hinv 
From whence can a num 
satisfy these men with bread 
herein the wilderness.^ And 
he asked them, How many 
loaves have ye r And they 
said. Seven. And he com* 
manded the people to sit 
down on the ground. And 
he took the seven loaves, and

Even so evdy 
good tree bringeth $>rth 
good fruit; but a corrupt 
tree bringeth forth evil fruit. 
A sood tree cannot bring 
fortn evil fruit ; neither can 
a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit Every tree that 
bringeth not forth good fruit 
is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire, therefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them. 
Not every one that saith unto 
me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the Kingdom of heaven; 
but he that doeth the will 
of my Father which is in 
heaven. _

did all diank the same spi- 
lituai drink : (for they drank 
of that spiritual Rock that 
followed them ; and that 
Bock was Christ) But with 
many of them God was not 
well pleased ; for they were 
overtnrown in the wilder- 
ness. Now these things were 
our examples, to the intent 
we should not lust after evil 
things^ as they also lusted. 
Neiuier be ye idolaters, as 
were some of them ; as it is 
written, The people sat down 
to eat and cfrink, and rose 
up to play. Neither let us 
commit fornication, as some 
of them committed, and fell 
m OQe day three and twenty 
thousand. Neither let us 
tempt Christ, as some of them 
also tempted, and were de- 
stroyed of serpents. Neither * 
murmur ye, as some of them 
also murmured, and were de- 
stroyedpf the destroyer. Now 
all these things happened un- 
to them for ensamples : and 
they are written for our ad- 
mcmition^ upon whom the 
ends of the world are come^ 
Wherefore let him that th^nk- 
eth he standeth take h^ 
lest he. fall. There hath no 
tempta.tipn taken you, but 
such as. is common to man: 
^ut God is faithful, who will 
not fuiRfer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able ; but

will with the temptatipn also 
make a way to escape, that 
ye may^ be able to bear it 
The Gospel St. Luke xvi. 1#. 

JESUS said unto his ditei^ 
pies. There was a certain^ 
rich man which had a stew-^ 
ard ; and the same was ac^^ 
cused unto him that he had 
wasted his goods. And he' 
called him, and said unto, 
him. How is it that I hear 
this of thee? Give an ac- 
count of thy stewardship : 
for thou mayest be no longel 
steward. Tlien the stewargf. 
said within himself, "What 
shall I do ? for my lord, 
taketh away from me the"; 
stewardship : I cannot disG, 
tobeg lam ashamed., t^, 
resolved what to do, that,; 
when I am put out of th^', 
stewardship, tney may receivi 
me into their houses. So he 
called every one of his lord^i , 
debtors unto him, and saic|;| 
unto the first, How miich! 
owest thou unto my lordr 
And he said, An hundred 
measures of oil. And h 
said unto him. Take thy bi 
and sit down quickly, a^ ^ 
write fifty. Then ^aid he'tS; 
another. And how mucb'^ 
owest tnou ? And he said^ Aiii; 
hundred measures of wheaC! 
And he said unto him, X 
thy bill, and write foursc 
And the lord commended 
unjust steward, because h^ 
had done wisely: "for *ttii 
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children of this world are in 
dieir generation wiser than 
the children of light And I 
say unto you, MaJce to your- 
selves friends of the mam- 
mon of unri^teousness ; that 
when ye fail, they may re- 
ceive you into everlasting 
habitations.

and that no man can say 
that Jesus is the Lord, but 
bjjr the Holy Ghost.

And 
diere are differences of ad- 
ministrations, but the same 
Lord. And there are diver- 
sities of operations, but it is 
the same God, who worketh 
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all in all. But tlie manifesta* 
tion of the Spirit is given to 
every man to profit wtthal« 
For to one is given by the 
Spirit the word of wisdom ; 
to another the word of know- 
ledge by the same Spirit ; to 
another faith by tne same 
Spirit ; to another the gifls 
of healing by the same Spi- 
rit ; to another die working 
of miracles ; to another pro- 
phecy; to another discem- 
mg of spirits ; to another 
divers kinds of tongues; to 
another the interpretation of 
tongues.* But all these work- 
eth that one and the self-same 
Spirit, dividing to every man 
severally as he will 
The G(Md. St Luke xix. 4L 

AND when he was come 
near, he beheld the 
city, and wept over it, say- 
ing. If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this 
thy day, the things whioh 
belong unto thy peace ! but 
now Uiey are hid from thine 
eyes.

For I de- 
livered unto vou first of all, 
that which t also received, 
how that Christ died for our 
sins, according to the Scrip- 
tures ; and that he was bu- 
ried; and that he rose again 
the third day, accdrding to 
the Scriptures; and that he 
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was seen of Cephas, then of 
the twelve : after that, he 
was seen of above fivfe hun- 
dred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part rer 
main unto this present; but 
some are fallen asleep : after 
that, he was seen of James ; 
then of all the Apostles : and 
last of all, he was seen of me 
also, as of one bom out of 
due time. For I am the least 
of the Apostles, that am not 
meet to be called an Apo- 
stle, because I persecuted the 
Church of God. But bv the 
grace of God I am what I 
am : and bis grace which 
was bestowed upon me was 
not in vain ; but I laboured 
more abundantly than they 
all ; yet not I, but the gracel 
of God which was with me.* 
Therefore whether it were 1 
or they, so we preach, and so 
ye believed. 
The Gospel. St. Luke xviii. p. 

JESUS spake this parable 
unto certain which trust* 
ed in themselves that they 
were righteous, and despised 
others: Two men went up 
into the temple to pray; the 
one a Pharisee, and tlie other 
a Publican. The Pharisee 
stood and prayed thus with 
himself, God, I thank the^ 
that I am not as other meH' 
are, extortioners, uniust, adut 
terers, or even as tnis Publi- 
can: I fast twice in the 
week, I give tithes of all that 
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l-possess. And the Publican, 
standing afar off, would not 
lift up 80 much as his eyes 
unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be 
pierciful to me a sinner. I 
tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified rather 
than the other: for every one 
that exalteth himself shall be 
abased; and he that hum- 
Ueth himself shall be ex- 
alted. _

to be done away ] how shall 
not the ministration of the 
Spirit be rather glorious? For 
it the ministration of con* 
demnation be glory, much 
more doth xthe ministiation 
of righteousness exceed in 
glory.

JESUS, departing from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon^ 
came unto the sea of Galilee 
through the midst of the 
coasts of Decapolis. And 
they bring unto him o«e 
that was deaf, and had ^n 
impediment in his speech; 
and they beseech him to put 
his hand upon him. And he 
took him aside from the mul- 
titude, and put his fingers 
into his ears, and he spit,- 
and touched his tongue ; and 
looking up to heaven, he. 
sighed, and saith unto him, 
EphphathOj that is, Be open-: 
ea. And straightway his ears 
were opened, and the string 
of his tongue was loosed, an^^ 
he spake plain. And he charg- 
ed tnem that, they should tell 
no man: but the n)ore I^ 
qharged them, so mi;(ph th^ 
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mgre. a great deal they pub- 
lidied it; and were Deyond 
measure astonished, saying. 
He hath done alt things well ; 
he maketh both the deaf to 
hear^ and the dumb to speak.

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seed should come, to wfaoin 
the promise was made; and 
it was ordained by angels in 
the hand of a mediator. Nd# 
a mediator is not a mediator 
of one ; but God is one. Is 
the Law then against the 

Eromises of Godr' God for- 
id : for if there had been a 
law given which could have 
given life, verily righteoui^ 
ness should have been by the 
Law. But the Scripture hatfa 
concluded all under sin, that 
the promise by faith of Jesus 
Christ might be given to 
them that believe. 
JTie Gospel. St. Luke x. 25. 

BLESSED are the eyea 
which see the thittgi 
that ye see. For I tell yoo, 
That many prophets and 
kings have dfesired to see 
those things which ye see, 
and have not seen them ; and 
to hear those things which 
ye hear, and have not heard 
them. And behold, a certtdtt 
Lawyer stood up, and tempt-' 
ed him, saying, Af aster, whaEl 
shall I do to inherit dtemal 
life?

worid. For in Christ JesuRi 
neitlier circumcisi(^ availetSi 
anything, noruncircui^cision^ 
but a new ci*eature. And as 
many as walk according t^ 
this rule, peace be on tneAi;' 
and mercy, and upon the Itt^ 
rael of God. From hehce^ 
forth let no man trouble m€^\ 
for I bear in my body tWi 
marks of the Lord Jesusi 
Brethren, the grace of' oUf 
Lord Jesus Ch;iSt be witM 
ybur spirit AttlAh. 
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TheQctpd^ St Matt. vi. S4. 

NO man can serve two 
masters: for either he 
vriVi hate the one, and love 
file other; or else he will 
hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammon. There- 
fore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your Ufe, what 
ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink ; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on : 
Is not the life more than 
meat, and the body than 
r^ment? Behold the fowls 
of the air ; for they sow not, 
neither do they reap, nor 

father into bams; yet your 
eavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much 
better than they ? Which of 
you by taking thought can 
add one cubit unto his sta- 
ture? And why take ye 
thought for raiment? G)n- 
sider the lilies of the field 
how they grow: they toil 
not, neither do they spin : 
and yet I say unto vou, That 
even Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of 
these. Wherefore, if God 
so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to-day is, and 
to-morrow is cast into the 
oven; shall he not much 
more clotheyou, O ye of lit- 
tle faith? Therefore take no 
tliought^ s^yinfi". What shaU 
we eat? or what shall we 
drink ? or wherewithal, shall 
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we be clothed ? (for after ajl 
these things do tlie Gentil^ 
seek :) for your heavenly Fa- 
ther knoweth that ye have 
need of all these things. But 
seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness, 
and all these things shall be 
added unto you. Take there- 
fore no thought for the mor- 
row; for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things 
of itself: sufficient unto, the 
day is the evil thereof.

Homt then shall th^ 
call on him, in whom they! 
have not believed ? And how 
shall they believe in him, of 
whom they have not heard ? 
And how shall they hear 
without a preacher? And 
how shall they preach, except 
they be sent ? As it is writ- 
ten. How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the 
Gospel of peace, and bring 

glad tidings of good things! 
ut they have not all obeyed 
the Gospel. For Esaias sailh. 
Lord, who hath believed our 
report? So then faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by 
the Word of God. But I say. 
Have they not heard? Yes. 
verilv, their sound went into 
all the earth, and their words 
unto the ends of the world. 
But I say. Did not- Israel 
know? First Moses saith, I' 
wiW pmvoke yoii to jeahmii^f 
by tmui'thBt are no pedplevj 
and by a fooli^ natron I VritF 
si^g^r yon. But Esaias ir 
very bold, and saith, I wats- 
found of them that soug(M> 
me not; I was made lAaHi-' 
ftstunto them that asked Ho^ 
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tifter mc. But Xjo Israel he 
with, All day long. I have 
stretched fortn my hands un- 
to a disobedient and gainsay- 
ing p^>ple. 

The Gospel St Matth. iv. 18. 

JESUS, walking by the sea 
of Galilee, saw two bre- 
thren, Simon called Peter, 
and Andrew his brother, cast- 
ing a net into the sea, (for 
they were fishers;) and he 
saitli unto them, Follow me ; 
and I will make you fishers 
of men. And they straight- 
way left their nets, and fol- 
lowed him. And going on 
from thence he saw other 
two brethren, James the son 
of Zebedee, and John his bro- 
!3)er, in a ship witli Zebedee 
tlieir father, mending their 
nets; and he called them. 
And they immediately left 
the ship and their father, and 
folk)wed him. 

Saint Thomas the Apostle. 
The Collect 

ALMIGHTY and ever- 
living God, who for the 
more confirmation of the 
fidth didst suffer thy holy 
Apostle Thomas to be doubt- 
fUl in thy Son's resurrection ; 
(jrrant us so perfectly, and 
without all doubt, to believe 
in thy Son Jesus Christ, that 
our faith in thy sight may. 
ncjver be reproved. ^lear us, 
O LoTfl, tnrough the same 
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Jesus Christ, to whom, with 
thee and the Holv Ghost, be 
all honour and glory, now 
and for evermore. Avien. 
The Epistle. Ephes. ii. 19. 

NO W therefore ye arc 
no more strangers and 
foreigners, but fellow-citizens 
with the saints, and of the 
houshold of God; and are 
buil^ upon the foundation of 
the Apostles and Prophets, 
Jesus Christ himself being 
the chief comer-stone; in 
whom all the building, fitly 
framed together, groweth un- 
to an holy temple in the 
Lord; in whom Ve also are 
builded together K>r an habi* 
tation of God, through the 
Spirit.

TLHOMAS, one of thfc 
twelve, called Didymus, 
was not with them wlien Je- 
sus came. The other disci* 
pies therefore said unto him. 
We have seen the Lord. But 
he said unto them, Except I 
shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and put 
my finger into the print of 
the nails, and thrust my liand 
into his side, I will not be- 
lieve. And after eight days 
again his disciples were with- 
in, and Thomas with them : 
then came Jesus, the doors 
being shut, knd stood in the 
midst, and .said. Peace be un- 
to you. Then saith he to 
Thomasy / Reach hitiier ^tfay 
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finger, and behold my hands ; 
ana reach hither thy hand, 
and thrust it into my side ; 
and be not faithless, but be- 
lieving. And Thomas an- 
swered and said unto him, 
My Lord, and my God. Je- 
sus saith unto him, Thomas, 
because thou hast seen me, 
tliou hast believed; blessed 
are they that have not seen, 
and yet have believed. And 
many other signs truly did 
jfesus in the presence of his 
disciples, which are not writ- 
ten m this book. But these 
are written, that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christy 
the Son of God; and that 
be^eving ye might have life 
through his Name.

And, 
as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus, and suddenly there 
shined round about him a 
light irom heaven. And he 
fell to the earth, and heard a 
voice saying unto him, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest ttipu 
me? And he said, Who art 
thou, Lord? And the Lord 
said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest: it is hard for 
thee to kick against the 
pricks. And he, trembling 
and astonished, said, Lori^ 
what wilt thou have me to 
do? And the Lord said unto 
him.

And 
the men which journeyed 
with him stood speechless^ 
hearing a voice, but seeing 
no. man. And Saul arose frpm 
the earth, and when his q^ 
were opened he saw no man;

and brought him into Pa* 
mascus« And he was tbr^ 
days without sight, and. n^ 
ther did eat nor drink. Aqd 
there was a certain disdplc 
at Damascus, named Anamai^ 
and to him said the Lord la a 
vision,. Ananias. Andheiai^ 
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fichold, I am here, Lord. And 
the Lord said unto him, Arise, 
and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and' enquire 
in the honse of Judas for one 
called Saut, of Tarsus: for 
behold, he prayeth, and hath 
fl^enin a vision a man named 
Ananias, coming in, and put- 
ting his hand on him, that he 
might receive his sight. Then 
Ananias answered. Lord, I 
have heard by many of this 
man, how much evii he hath 
done to thy saints at Jerusa- 
lem; and nere he hath au- 
Abrity from the chief priests 
to bind all that call on thy 
Nime. But the Lord said 
imto him. Go thy -^^ay ; for 
lib 'is a cliosen vessel unto 
fAtj to bear my Name before 
the' Gentiles, and kings, and 
thte children of Israel : for I 
wiU shew him how great 
tMhgs he must suffer for my 
Name's sake. And Ananias 
went his way, and entered 
into the house ; and, putting 
bis hands on him, said, Bro^ 
ther Saul, the Loivd, (even Je- 
mis that appeared unto thee 
in the way as thou earnest,) 
hath sent me, that thou 
mi^htest receive thy sight, 
land be filled with the fi)ly 
G1](ost. And immediately 
iShtfe fell from his eyes as it 
fiaid been scales ; ana he re- 
ceive sight forthwith, and 
titfkCj and was baptized. Aiid 
#hien he had received ttietit; 
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he was strengthened. TfttAki 
was Saul certain dieiys with 
the disciples which were' at 
Damascus. And straightway 
he preached Christ in tm 
synagogues, that he is the 
Son of God. But all that 
heard him were amazed, and 
said, Is not this he that de* 
stroyed them which called' on 
this Name in Jerusalem, and 
came hither for that intent^ 
that he might bring theni 
bound unto the chief prieits? 
But Saul increased the more 
in strength, and confounded 
the Jews which dwelt af 
Damascus, proving that this 
is very Christ

PETER answered and said^ 
unto Jesus, Behold, we* 
have forsaken all, and follow;- 
ed thee ; what shall we have 
therefore?

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blessed God, and said, Lord, 
BOW lettest thou thy servant 
depart in peace, according to 
thy word.: for mine eyes have 
seen thy salvation, which 
thou hast prepared before the 
face of all people ; a light to 
lighten the Gentiles, and the 

Slory of thy people Israel, 
ind Joseph and his mother 
marvelled at those things 
which were spoken of him. 
And Symeon blessed them, 
and said unto Marv his mo- 
ther. Behold, this child is set 
for the fall and rising again 
of many in Israel ; and for a 
sign which shall be spoken 
against ; (yea, a sword shall 
pierce through thv own soul 
abo;) that tlie thoughts of 
many hearts may be revealed. 
And there was one Anna a 

frophetess, the daughter qf 
^hanuel, of the tribe of Aser; 
she was of a great age, and 
bad lived with an husband 
seven years from her virgi- 
nity : and she was a widow 
of about fourscore and four 
years; which departed not 
from the temple, but served 
God with fastmgs and prayers 
night and day. And she 
coming in that instant gave 
thanks likewise unto the 
Lord, and spake of him to all 
ihem that looked for re- 
demption in Jerusalem. And 
when they had performed all 
thin^ according to the Law 
-of the Lord, they returned 
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into Galilee to their own city 
Nazareth. And the child 
grew, and waxed strong in 
spirit, filled with wisdom ; 
and the grace of God was 
upon him. 

Saint Matthias s Day. 
The CoUect. 

O Almighty God, who into 
the place of the traitor 
Judas didst choose thy faith- 
ful servant Matthias to be of 
the number of the twelve 
Apostles ; Grant that thy 
Cnurch, being alway preserv- 
ed from false Apostles, may 
be ordered and guided by 
faithful and true pastors; 
thro' Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Amen. 
For the Epistle. Acts i. 15. 

IN those days Peter stood 
up in the midst of the 
disciples, and said, (the num- 
ber of the names together 
were about an hundred and 
twenty,) Men and brethren, 
this Scripture must needs 
have been fulfilled, which 
the Holy Ghost by the mOuth 
of David spake before con- 
cerning Judas, which was 
guide to them that took Je- 
sus: for he was numbered 
with us, and had obtained 
part of this ministry. Now 
this man purchased a field 
with the reward of iniquity ; 
and falling headlong he burst 
asunder in the midst, uid all 
his bowels gushed out And 
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it was known unto all the 
dwellers at Jerusalem, inso- 
much as that field is called 
in their proper tongue, Acel- 
dama, tnat is to say, The 
field of blood. For it is writ- 
ten in the book of Psalms, 
Let his habitation be deso- 
late, and let no man dwell 
therein; and. His bishoprick 
let anodier take. Wherefore, 
of these men which have com- 
]panied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in 
and out among us, beginning 
from the baptism of John, 
unto that same day that he 
was taken up from us, must 
one be ordamed to be a wit- 
ness with us of his resurrec- 
tion. And they appointed two, 
Joseph called Barsabas, who 
was sumamed Justus, and 
Matthias. And they prayed, 
and said, Thou, Lord, which 
knowest the hearts of all men, 
shew whether of these two 
thou hast chosen; that he 
may take part of this ministry 
ana apostleship, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, 
that he might go to his own 
place. And they gave forth 
their lots ; and the lot fell 
upon Matthias, and he was 
numbered with the eleven 
Apostles. 
The Gospel. St Matth. xi. 25. 

AT that time Jesus an- 
swered and said, I thank 
thee, O Father, Lord of hea- 
ven and earth, because thou 
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hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent, and 
hast revealed them unto 
babes. Even so. Father, for 
so it seemed good in thy 
sight. All things are deliver- 
ed unto me of my Father: 
and no man knoweth the Son, 
but the Father; neither knqw- 
eth any man the Father, save 
the Son, and he to whomso-.

And behold, thv cou- 
sin Elisabeth, she hath also 
conceived a son in her old 
age; and this is the sixth 
month with her who was 
called barren : for with God 
nothing shall be impossible. 
And Mary said, Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord ; be it 
unto me according to thy 
word.

The Collect. 

O Almighty God, who 
hast instructed thy holy 
Church with the heavenly 
doctrine of thy Evangelist 
Saint Mark; Give us grace, 
that, being not like children 
carried away with every blast 
of vain doctrine, we may be 
established in the truth of thy 
holy Gospel; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 
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The EpUtk. Ephes. iv. 7. 

UNTO every one of us is 
given grace, according 
to the measure of the ^ft of 
Christ. Wherefore he saith, 
When he ascended up on 
high, he led captivity captive, 
and gave gins unto men. 
(Now that he ascended, what 
is it but that he also descend- 
ed first into the lower parts 
of the earth? He that de- 
scended is the same also that 
ascended up far above all 
heavens, that he might fill 
all things.) And he ^ve some 
Apostles, and some Prophets, 
and some Evangelists, and 
some Pastors and Teachers; 
for the perfecting of the 
saints, fi^r the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ ; till we 
aill come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the mea- 
sure of the stature of the ful- 
ness of Christ; that we hence- 
forth be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleieht of 
men, and cunning craftiness, 
whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive; but speaking the 
truth in love, may grow up 
intx> him in all things, whicn 
is the head, even Christ: from 
whom the whole body fitly 
joined together, and compact- 
ed by that which every joint 
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supplieth, according to the ef« 
fectual working in the mea<^ 
sure of every part, maketh 
increase of the body, unto 
the edifying of itself in love. 
The Gospel. St. John xv. 1. 

I Am tne true vine, and my 
Pother is the husbandman. 
Every branch in me that 
beareth not fruit he taketh 
away ; and every branch that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, 
that it may bring forth more 
fruit Now ye are clean thro* 
the word which I have spoken 
unto you. Abide in me, and 
I in you. As the branch can- 
not bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine ; no more 
can ye, except ye abide in 
me. I am the vine, ye are 
the branches. He that abid- 
eth in me, and I in him, the 
same bringeth forth much 
fruit; for without me ye can 
do nothing.

JAMES, a servant of God 
and of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, to the twelve tribes 
which are scattered abroad, 
n*eeting. My brethren, count 
It all joy when ye fall into 
divers temptations ; knowing 
this, that the trying of your 
faith worketh patience. But 
let patience have her perfect 
work, that ye may be perfect 
and entire, wanting nothing. 
If any of you lack wisdom, 
let him ask of God, that giv- 
eth to all men liberally, and 
upbraideth not^ and it shall 
be ^ven him. But let him 
ask m iaith, nothing waver- 
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ing; for he that wavereth is 
like a wave of the^ sea, driven 
with the wind, and tossed. 
For let not that man think 
that he shall receive any 
thing of the Lord. A double- 
minded man is unstablein all 
his ways. Let the brother of 
low degree rejoice in that he 
is exalted; but the rich in 
that he is made low; because 
as the flower of the grass be 
shall pass away. For the sun 
is no sooner risen with a 
burning heat, but it wither- 
eth the erass, and the flower 
thereof mlleth, and the ffrace 
of the fashion of it pensneth : 
so also shall the rich man 
fade away in his ways. Bless- 
ed is the man that endureth 
temptation; for when he is 
tried, he shall receive the 
crown of life, which the Lord 
hath promised to them that 
love him. 
The Gospel. St. John xiv. 1. 

AN D Jesus said unto his 
disciples, Let not your 
heart be troubled ; ye believe 
in God, believe also in me. 
In my Father's house are 
many mansions; if it were 
not so, I would havQ told 
you. I go to prepare a place 
for you : and if I go aha pre- 
pare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you 
unto myself, tliat where I am, 
there ye may be also. And 
whither I go ye know, and 
the way ye know. Thomas 
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satth unto him, Lord, we know 
not whither thou goest, and 
how can we know the way ? 
Jesus saith unto him, I am Uie 
way, the truth, and the life: 
no man cometh unto the Fa- 
ther but by me. If ye had 
known me, ye should have 
known my Father also : and 
from hencSsforth ye know him, 
and have seen nim. Philip 
saith unto him. Lord, shew 
us the Father, and it sufficeth 
us. Jesus saith unto him. 
Have I been so long time with 
you, and yet* hast thou not 
known me, Philip? He that 
hath seen me hath seen the 
Father; and how sayest thou 
then. Shew us the Father? 
Believest thou not that I am 
in the Father, and the Father 
in me? The words that I 
speak unto you I speak not 
of. myself; but the Father 
that dwelieth in me, he doeth 
the works. Believe me, that 
I am in the Father, and the 
Fisher in me; or else believe 
nie for the very works' sake. 
Verily, verily I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do 
also ; and greater works than 
diese shall he do ; because I 
go unto my Father. And 
whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
lifame, that will I do, that 
the Father may be gloriiied 
in the Son. It ye shall ask 
any^ thing in my Name, I will 
doit

(Then were 
the days of unleavened bread.) 
And when he had apprehend- 
ed him, he put him in prison, 
and delivered him to four 
quaternions of soldiers to keep 
liim, intending after Eastef 
to bring him forth to the 
people. Peter therefore was 
kept in prison; but prayer 
was made without ceasmg of 
the Church unto God for him. 
And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the salbe 
night Peter was sleeping be- 
tween two soldiers, bound 
with two chains; and the 
keepers before the door kept 
the prison. And behold, the 
angel of the Lord came upon 
him, and a light shined in the 
prison; and he smote Peter 
on the side, and raised him 
up, saying. Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off fnm 
his hands. And the angel 
said unto him, Gird thyself, 
and bind on thy sandals: and 
so he did. And he saith un- 
to him. Cast thy garment 
about thee^ and folfow me. 
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And he went out and follow- 
ed him ; and wist not that it 
was true which was done by 
the angel ; but thought he 
saw a vision. When they were 
past the first and the second 
ward, they came unto the 
iron gate that leadeth unto 
the city, which opened to 
them ot his own accord ; and 
they went out, and passed 
on 'through one street, and 
forthwith the angel depart- 
ed from him. And w^hen 
Peter was come to himself, 
he said, Now I know of a 
surety, that the Lord hath 
sent nis angel, and hath deli- 
vered me out of the hand of 
Herod, and from all the ex- 
pectation of the people of the 
Jews.

WHEN Jesus came into 
the coasts of Csesarea 
Philippi, he asked his disci- 
ples, saying, Whom ck) men 
say that I, the Son of Man, 
am ?

But ye shall 
not be so: but he that is 
greatest among you, let him 
be as the younger; and he 
that is chief, as he that doth 
serve. For whether is greater,

fended; and th^ he hath recompensed the parti^ to whom he hath done wrong; or at 
(mU declare himself to be in/nil pwrpou so to do, as soon as he conveniently may. 

n The same order shall the Curate use with those betwixt whom he pereeireth malice and 
hatred to reign ; not suffering them to be pwrtakers ^fthe Lord's Table, until he know them 
to be reconciled. Ami if one </ the parties so ai variance be content to forgive from the 
bottom iff his heart all that the other hath trespassed apunst him, and to make amends for 
that he himseff haih offended ; and the other party will not be persuaded to a godlu unity, 
but rnnain still in hisfrowardness and maUce-: the Minister in that ease ought to aamit the 
penitt'nt person to the holy Communion, and not htm that is obstinate. Provided that evenf 
Mtnister so repelling any, as is speeififd in this, or the next nreeedent Varapviph of thu 
Ruffrick, shall l>e obliged to give an aecouni qf the same to the Ordinary within fourteen 
days yiTcT at the farthest. And the Ordinary shaU proceed againsi the offending person 
according to the Canon,

Wherefore it is our 
duty to render most humble 
and hearty thanks to Air 
mighty God our heavenly Fa?

his Son our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, not only to die for us, 
but also to be our spiritual 
food and sustenance m that 
holy Sacrament Which be* 
ing so divine and comfortable 
a thinff to them who receive 
it worttiilv, and so dangerous 
to them tnat will presume to 
receive it unworthily ; my 
duty is to exhort you in the 
mean season to consider the 
dignity of that holy mystery, 
and the great peril of Uie un- 
worthy receiving thereof;

to you, as he entered into 
Judas, and fill you full of all 
iniquities, and bring you to 
destruction both of body and 
soul.

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EARLY beloved bre- 
thren, on 1 intaidy 

by God's grace, to celebrate 
the Lords Supper: unto 
which, in God's oehalf, I bid 
you all that are here present ; 
and beseech you, for the 
Lord Jesus Christ's sake, that 
ye will not refuse to come 
thereto, being so lovingly 
called and bidden by God 
himself. Ye know how 
^ievous and unkind a thing 
It is, when a man hath pre* 
pared a rich £east, decked his 
table with all kind of provi- 
sion, so that there lacketh 
nothing but the guests to sit 
down ; and yet they who arc 
called (without any cause) 
most unthankfuUy refuse to 
come. Which of you in 
such a case would not be 
moved? Who would not think 
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a great injury and wrong done 
imto him ? Wherefore, most 
dearly beloved in Christ, take 
ye good heed, lest ye, with- 
drawing yourselves from this 
holy Supper, provoke God's 
indignation against you. It 
it an easy matter for a man 
to say, I will not communi- 
cate, because I am otherwise 
hindered with worldly busi- 
ness. But such excuses are 
not so easily accepted and 
allowed before God. If any 
man say, I am a grievous sin- 
ner, and therefore am afraid 
to come : wherefore then do 
ye not repent and amend ? 
When God calleth you, are 
ye not ashamed to say ye will 
not come? When ye should 
letum to God, will ye excuse 
yourselves, and say ye are not 
ready ? Consider earnestly 
with yourselves how little 
such feigned excuses will 
avail before God. They that 
refused the feast in the Gospel, 
because they had bought a 
farm, or woidd try their yokes 
of oxen, or because they were 
married, were not so excused, 
but counted unworthy of the 
heavenly feast I, for my part, 
shall be ready ; and, accord- 
ing to mine Office, I bid you 
in the Name of God, I call 
you in Christ's behalf, I ex- 
hort you, as ye love your own 
salvation, that ye will be par- 
takers of this holy Commu- 
nion. And as the Son of God 
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did vouchsafe to yield up hi^ 
soul by death upon the Cross 
for your salvation; so it is 
your duty to receive the Com- 
munion in remembrance of 
the sacrifice of his death, as 
he himself hath commanded : 
which if ye shall neglect to 
do, consider with yourselves 
how great injury ye do unto 
God, and how sore punish-

Matrimonv hadst made one :

a follower of holy and godly 
matrons. O Lorcf, bless them 
both, and grant them to in- 
herit thy everlasting king- 
dom; through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen.

AL L ye that are married, 
or tliat intend to take 
the holy estate of Matrimony 
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upon you, hear what the holy 
Scripture doth say as touch- 
ing the duty of husbands to- 
wards their wivfes, and wives 
towards their husbands. 

Saint Paul, in his Epistle 
to the Ephesiasis, the fifth 
Chapter, aoth ^ve this com- 
Itiandment to all married men; 
Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
Church, and gave himself for 
ift, that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing 
of water, by the Word ; that 
he might present it to him- 
self a glorious Church, not 
having spot, or wrinkle, or 
any such thing; but that it 
should be holy, and without 
blemish. So ought men to 
love their wives as their own 
bodies. He that loveth his 
wife loveth himself: for no 
man ever yet hated his own 
flesh, but nourisheth and che- 
risheth it, even as the Lord 
the Church: for we are mem- 
bers of his body, of his flesh, 
and of his bones. For this 
cause shall a man leave his 
father and mother, and shall 
be joined unto his wife ; and 
they two shall be one flesh. 
Tliis is a great myster}' ; but 
I speak concerning Christ and 
the Church. Nevertheless, let 
every one of you in particular 
so love his wife, even as 
himself. 

Likewise the same Saint 
Paul, writing to the Colos- 
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sians, speaketfa thus to all 
men that • are married ; Hus- 
bands, love your wives, and 
be not bitter against them. 

Hear also what Saint Pe- 
ter, the Apostle of Clirist, 
who was himself a married 
man, saith unto them that 
are married; Ye husbands, 
dwell with your vrives ac- 
cording to knowledge; pv« 
ing honour unto the wife, as 
unto the weaker vessel, and 
as being heirs together of the 
grace of life, that your pray- 
ers be not hindered. 

Hitherto ye have heard the 
duty of the husband toward 
the wife. Now likewise, ye 
wives, hear and learn your 
duties toward your husbands, 
even as it is plainly set forth 
in holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the afore- 
named Epistle to the Ephe- 
sians, teacheth you thus ; 
Wives, submit yourselves un- 
to your own husbands, as 
unto the Lord. For the hus- 
band is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of 
the Church: and he is the 
Saviour of the body. There- 
fore as the Church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in 
every thing. And again he 
saith, Let the wife see that 
she reverence her husband. 

And in his Epistle to the 
Colossians, Saint Paul giveth 
you this short lesson ; Wives, 
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submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is 6t in 
the Lord. 

Saint Peter also doth in- 
struct you very well, tlius 
saying ; Ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your own hus- 
bands ; that, if any obey not 
the Word, they also may 
without the Word be won by 
the conversation of the wives; 
while they behold your chaste 
conversation coupled with 
fear. Whose adorning, let it ' 
not be that outward adorning 
of plaiting the hair, and of 



on of apparel; but let it be 
the hidden mfin xjf the heart, 
in that which is not corrup- 
tible; even the ornament of 
a meek and c[uiet spirit, which 
is in the sight of God of 
great price. For after this 
manner in the old time tlie 
holy women also, wlio trusted 
in God, adorned themselves, 
being in subjection unto their 
own husbands ; even as Sarah 
obeved Abraham, calling him 
lord ; whose daughters ye are 
as long as ve do well, and 
are not afraid with any amaze- 
ment.

TAKE therefore in good 
part the chastisement of 
the Lord : For (as Saint Paul 
saith in the twelfth Chapter 
to the Hebrews) whom the 
Lord loveth he chasteneth, 
and scourgcth every son whom 
he receiveth. If ye endure 
chastening, God dealeth with 
yoo as with sons; for what 
son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not? But if ye be 
witliout chastisement, w&reof 
all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons.

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And there should be no great- 
er comfort to Christian per- 
sons, than to be made like 
unto Christ, by suffering pa- 
tiently adversities, troubles, 
and sicknesses. For he him- 
self went not up to joy, but 
first he suffered pain ; he en- 
tered not into his glory before 
he was crucified. So truly 
our way to eternal joy is to 
suffer here with Christ; and 
our door to enter into eter- 
nal life is gladly to die with 
Christ ; that we may rise 
again from death, and dwell 
with him in everlasting life. 
Now therefore, taking your 
sickness, which is thus pro- 
fitable for you, patiently, I 
exhort you, in the Name of 
God, to remember the pro- 
fession which you made unto 
God in your Baptism. And 
forasmuch as after this life 
there is an account to be giv- 
en unto the righteous Judge, 
by whom all must be judged, 
widiout respect of persons, I 
require you to examine your- 
self and your estate, both to- 
ward God and man ; so that, 
accusing and condemning 
yourself for yonr own faults, 
you may find mercy at our 
heavenly Father's hand for 
Christ^s sake, and not be ac- 
cased and condemned in that 
fearful judgement. Therefore

be alwayt in a readiness to die^ whenaoever it shall please Ahni^hty God to call thenu the C«. 
r^tes titall diligently from time to time (but emecuiUy in the tune of pestiUnce, or other hifee- 
iisus sickness J exhort their Parishioners to the often receirinr ^ the holy Communion ^ this 
Body and Blood of our Sariour Christ, when it shall be publickln administertd in the Church; 
that so doingt they may^ in ease qf sudden visitatiou^ hate the less cause to be disquieted for 
lack of the same. But \fthe sick person be not oMe to oame to the Chnrch, and vet is desiroua 
ioreeeire the Cotnmuuims in his house; then he must fflve timely notice to the Curate, sigm- 
fying also how many there are to contwamicate wilk him, (whicn shall be three, or two at the 
least,) and hating a contenient place in the Mek man*s house, with all tlungs necessary so ftre' 
vared, that tlie Curate tmry reverently mimister, he shall there celebrate the holy ComimmKW, 
ceginning with the Collect^ Epistle, emd Gospel, here following.

And that which tnou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, 
it may chance of wheat, or or 
some other grain: But God 
giveth it a oody, as it hath 
pleased him, and to every 
seed his own body. All flesh 
is not the same flesh ; but 
there is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, 
: another of fishes, and another 
;of birds. There are also 
.celestial bodies, and bodies 
terrestrial; but the glory of 
the celestial is one, and the 
'glory of the terrestrial is 
another. There is one glory 
, of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars; for one 
star difFereth frohi anbther 
,star in glory. So also is the

Dody ; it is raised a spiritual 
body. Th^re is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual 
body. And so it is written, 
The first man Ad^m was 
itiadd a living sotil ; the last 
Adkni' was' made a; quicken- 
ing spirit itoVbeit; that w^ 
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not first which is spiritual, 
but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is 
spiritual. The first man is of 
tne earth, earthy : the second 
man is the Lord from heaven.

which despised the goodness, 
patience, and long-sufferance 
of God, when he calleth them 
continually to repentance. 
Then shall tliey call upon me,

me; and that, because they 
hated knowledge, and receiv- 
ed not the fear of the Lord, 
but abhorred my counsel, 
and despised my correction. 
Then shall it be too late to 
knock when the door shall 
be shut; and too late to cry 
for mercy when it is the time 
of justice. O terrible voice of 
most just judgement, which 
shall be pronounced upoii 
them, when it shall be said 
unto them, Go, ye cursed, in- 
to the fire everlasting, which 
is prepared for the devil and 
his angels. Therefore, bre- 
thren, take we heed betime, 
while the day of salvation 
lasteth ; for the night cometh, 
when none can work. But 
let us, while we have the 
light,, believe in the light, and 
>^alk as children of the light ; 
that we be not«ca$t into utter 
darkness, where is weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. Let us 
not abuse the goodness of 
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God, who calleth us merci- 
fully to amendment, and of 
his endless pity nromiseth us 
forgiveness ot that which is 
past, if with a perfect and 
true heart we return unto him. 
For though our sins be as red 
as scarlet, they shall be made 
white as snow; and though 
they be like purple, yet they 
shall be made white las wool. 
Turn ye (saith the Lord) from 
all your wickedness, and your 
sin shall not be your destruc- 
tion : Cast away from you all 
your ungodliness that ye have 
done : Make you new hearts, 
and a new spirit : Wherefii^re 
will ye die, O ye house of Is- 
rael, seeing that I have no 
pleasure in the death of him 
that dieth, saith the Lord 
God ? Turn ye then, and ye 
shall live. Although we have 
sinned, yet have we an Advo- 
cate with tlie Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous ; and he 
is the propitiation for our sins. 
For he was wounded for oiir 
offences, and smitten for our 
wickedness. Let us therefore 
return unto him, who is the 
merciful receiver of all true 
penitent sinners ; assuring 
ourselves that he is ready to 
receive us, and most willing 
to pardon us, if we come unto 
him with faithful repentance ; 
if we submit ourselves unto 
him, and from henceforth 
walk in his ways ; if we will 
take his easy yoke, and light

4 The Lord is in his holy 
temple : the Lord's seat is in 
heaven. 

5 His eyes consider the 
poor : and his eye-lids try tlic 
children of men. 

6 The Lord alloweth the 
righteous : but the ungodly, 
and him that deligfateth m 
wickedness doth his soul 
abhor. 

7 Upon the ungodly he 
shall rain snares, fire ismd 
brimstone, storm and tem^ 
pest : this shall be their por* 
tion to drink. 

' 8 For the righteous Lord 
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'loveth righteousness : his 
countenance will behold the 
thing that is just.

HELP nie, Lord, for there 
is not one godly man 
Jeft : for the faithful are mi- 
ntshed from among the chil-

2 They talk of vanity every

7 The words of the Lord 
are pure words : even as the 
silver, which from the earth 
is tried, and purified seven 
-times in the fire. 

. 8 Thou shalt keep them, O 

Lord : thou shalt preserve him 

from this generation for ever. 

9 The ungodly walk on 

every side : wlien they ere 
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exalted, the children of men 

are put to relmke. 

Psalm 13. Usque ^uo^Domine? 

HOW long wilt thou for- 
get me, O Lord, for 
ever : how long wilt thou 
hide thy face from me? 

2 How long shall I seek 
counsel in my soul, and be so 
vexed in my heart : how long 
shall mine enemies triumph 
over me ? 

3 Consider, and hear me, O 
Lord my God : lighten mine 
eyes, that I sleep not in death. 

4 Lest mine enemy say, 1 
have prevailed against him : 
for if I be cast down, they 
that trouble me will rejoice 
at it. 

5 But my trust is in thy 
mercy : and my heart is joy- 
fiil in thy salvation. 

6 I will sing of the Lord, 
because he hath dealt so lov- 
ingly with mc : yea, I will 
praise the Name of the Lord

THE fool hath said in his 
heart : There is no God.

9 There were they brought 
in great fear, even where no 
fear was : for God is in tlie 
generation of the righteous. 

10 As for you, ye have 
made a mock at the counsel 
of the poor : because he put- 
teth his trust in the Lord. 

1 1 Who shall give salva- 
tion unto Israel out of Sion ? 
When tlie Lord turneth the 
captivity of his people : then 
shall Jacob rejoice, and Israel 
shall be glad.

2 O my soul, thou hast 
said unto the Lord : Thou art 
my God, my goods are no- 
thing unto thee. 

3 All my delight is upon 
the saints, that are in the 
earth : and upon such as ex- 
cel in virtue. 

4 But they that nm after 
another god : shall have great 
trouble. 

5 Their drink-offerings of 
blood will I not offer : neither 
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make mention of their names 
within my lips. 

6 The Lord himself is the 
portion of mine inheritance, 
and of my cup : thou shalt 
maintain my lot 

7 The lot is fallen unto me 
in a fair ground : yea, I have 
a goodljT neritage. 

8 I will thank the Lord for 
^ving me warning : my reins 
also oiasten me in the night- 
aeason. 

9 I have set God always 
before me : for he is on my 
right hand, therefore I shall 
not fall. 

1 Wherefore my heart was 
glad, and my glory rejoiced : 
my flesh also shall rest in 
hope. 

11 For why? thou shalt 
not leave my soul in hell : 
neither shalt thou suffer thy 
Holy One to see corruption. 

12 Thou shalt shew me 
the path of life ; in thy pre- 
sence is the fulness of joy : 
and at thy right hand there 
is pleasure for evermore. 
Psalm 17. Exatuliy Domne. 

HEAR the right, O Lord, 
consider my complaint: 
and hearken unto my prayer, 
that goeth not out of feigned 
lips.

9 From the ungodly that 
trouble me : mine enemies 
compass me round about to 
take away my soul. 

10 They are inclosed in 
their own fat : and their 
mouth speaketh proud things. 

1 1 They lie waiting in our 
way on every side : turn- 
ing their eyes down to the 
ground ; 

12 Like as a lion that is 
greedy of his prey : and as it 
were a lion's whelp, lurking 
in secret places. 

13 Up, Lord, disappoint 
hiui, and cast him down * 
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deliver my soul from the un- 
godly, which is a sword of 
thine; 

14 From tlie men of thy 
hand, O Lord, from the men, 
I say, and from the evil 
world : which have their por- 
tion in this life, who£(e bel- 
lies thou fillest with tiiy hid 
treasure. 

; 15 They liave children at 
their desire : and leave the 
rest of their substance for 
their babes. 

16 But as for me, I will 
behold thy presence in right- 
eousness : and when I awake 
up after thy likeness, I shall 
be satisfied with ijt.

ing, O Lord : at the blasting 
of the breath of thy displea- 
sure.

venant. 

14 Mine eyes are ever 
looking unto tlie Lord : for 
he shall pluck my feet out of 
the net. 

15 Turn thee unto me, 
and have mercy upon me : 
for I am desolate, and in mi- 
sery. 

16 The sorrows of my heart 
are enlarged : O bring thou 
me out of my troubles. 

17 Look upon my adversi- 
ty and misery : and forgive 
me all my sin. 

18 Consider mine enemies, 
how many they are : and they 
bear a tyrannous hate against 
me. 

19 O keep my soul, and 
deliver me : let me not be 
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confounded, for I have put 
my trust in thee. 

20 Let perfectness and 
righteous dealing wait upon 
me : for my hope hath been 
in thee. 

2 1 Deliver Israel, O God : 
out of all his troubles. 
PsAL. 26. Judica me^ Domine. 

BE thou my Judge, O Lord, 
for I have walked inno- 
cently : my trust hath been 
also in the Lord, therefore 
shall I not fall. 

2 Examine me, O Lord, 
and prove me : try out my 
reins and my heart. 

3 For thy loving-kindness 
is ever before mine eyes : and 
I will walk in thy truth. 

4 I have not dwelt with 
vain persons : neither will I 
have fellowship with the de- 
ceitful. 

5 I have hated the congre- 
gation of the wicked : and will 
not sit among the ungodly. 

6 I will wash my hands in 
innocency, O Lord : and so 
will Igo to thine altar ; 

7 That I may shew the 
voice of thanksgiving : and 
tell of all thy wondrous 
works. 

8 Lord, I have loved the 
habitation of thy house : and 
the place where thine honour 
dwelleth. 

9 O shut not up my soul 
with the sinners : nor my life 
with the blood-thirsty; 

10 In whose hands is wick- 
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edness : and their right hand 
is fiill of gifts. 

11 But as for me, I will 
walk innocently : O deliver 
me^ and be merciful unto me. 

1 2 My foot standeth right : 
I will praise the Lord in the 
congregations.

THE Lord is my light, 
and my salvation ; whom 
then shall I fear : the Lord 
is the strength of mv life ; of 
whom then shall I be afraid?

14 Deliver me not over 
into the will of mine adver- 
saries : for there are false 
witnesses risen up against me, 
and such as speak wrong. 

15 I should utterly have 
fainted : but that I believe 
verily to see the goodness of 
the Lord in the land of the 
living. 

16 O tarry thou the Lord's 
leisure : be strong, and he 
shall comfort thine heart; and 
put thou thy trust in the 
Lord. 
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PsALH S8. Ad ttj Damme. 

UNTO thee will I ciy, 
O Lord my strengrth : 
think no scorn of me; lest, 
if thou make as though thou 
hearest not, I become like 
them that go down into the 
pit. 

2 Hear the voice of my 
humble petitions, when I cry 
unto thee : when I hold up 
my hands towards the mercy- 
seat of thy holy temple.

14 The ungodly have drawn 
out the sword, and have bent 
their bow : to cast down the 
poor and needy, and to slay 
such as are of a right conver- 
sation.

33 The ungodly seeth the 
righteous : and seeketh occa- 
sion to slay him. 

34 The Lord will not leave 
him in his hand : nor con- 
demn liim when he is judged. 

35 Hope thou in tlie L^rd, 
and keep his 'way, and he 
shall promote thee, that thou 
shalt possess the land : when 
the iingodly shall perish, thou 
shalt see it 

36 I myself have seen the 
iingodly in great power : and 
flourishing like a green bay- 
tree. 

37 I went by, and lo, he 
was gone : I sought him, but 
his place could no where be 
found. 

38 Keep innocency, and 
.take heed unto the thing that 
is right : for that shall oring 
a man peace at the last 

39 As for the transgressors, 
thev shall perish together : 
and the end of the ungodly 
is, they shall: be rooted out at 
the last 

40 But the ■ salvation of 
the righteous cometh of the 
Lord ; who is also their 
strength in the time of 
trouble. 

41 And the Lord shall 
stand by them, and save 
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them : he shall deliver them 
from the ungodly, and shall 
save them, because tliey put 
their trust in him.

10 Like as the children of 
Ephraim : who being harness- 
euj and cariring bows, turned 
themselves back in the day of 
battle. 

1 1 They kept not the co- 
venant of God : and would 
not walk in his law ; 

13 But forgat what he 
had done : and the wonderful 
works that he had shewed 
for them. 

13 Marvellous things did 
he in the sight of our forefa- 
thers, in the land of Egypt : 
even in the field of Zoan. 

14 He divided the sea, and 
let them go tlurough : he 
made the waters to stand on 
an heap. 

15 In the dav^time also 
he led them with a cloud : 
and all the night through 
with a light of fire. 

' 16 He clave the hard rocks 
in the wilderness : and g^ve 
them drink thereof, as it had 
been out of the great depths

84 So hjB commanciled the 
clouds above : and opened 
the doors of heaven.

and gave them food from 
heaven. 

9.6 So man did eat angels' 
food : for he sent theip meat 

enough. 

^7 He caused the east-wind 
to blow under heaven : and 
through his power he brought 
in the south-west-wind. 

28 He rained flesh upon 
them as thick as dust : and 
feathered fowls like as the 
sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among 
their tents : even round about 
their habitation. 

SO So they did ea)^ wd were 
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well filled ; for he gave them 
their own desire : they were 
not disappointed tyf their lust 
31 But while the meat was 
yet in their mouths, the hea-

em, and slew the wealthiest 
of them : yea, and smote down 
the chosen men that were in 
Israel.

and from to destroy them. 

47 ™ gave their fruit un- 
to the caterpillar : and their 
labour unto the grassho{^>er. 

48 He destroyed their 
vines with hail-stones : and 
their mulberry-trees with the 
frost. 

49 He smote their cattle 
also with hail-stones : and 
their flocks with hot thunder- 
bolts. 

50 He cast upon them 
the furiousness of nis wrath, 
anger, displeasure, and trou- 
ble : and sent evil angels 
among them. 

5 1 He made a way to his 
indignation, and spared not 
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their soul from death. : but 
gave their : life over to the 
pestilence ; 

55 And smote all the first- 
bom in Egypt : the most 
principal and mightiest in the 
d^relhngs of Ham. 

53 But as for his own peo- 
ple, he led them forth like 
sheep : and carried them in 
the wilderness like a flock. 

54 He brought them out 
safely, that they should not 
fear : and overwhelmed, their 
enemies with the sea. 

55 And brought them 
within the borders of. his 
sanctuary : even to his moun- 
tain which be purchased with 
his right hand. 

56 He cast. out the hear 
then also before them : caus- 
ed their land to be divided 
among. them for an heritage^ 
and made the tribes of Israel 
to dwell in their tents.

64 The. fire consumed tl^ir 
young men : and their maid. 

^ens were not given to mar-r 

ri^. 

05 Their priests were slain 
; with the sword : and there 

were no widows to make 
I lamentation. 

66 So the Ix)rd awaked as 
one out of sleep : and like a 
giant refreshed, with wine. 

67 He . smote his enemies 
in the hinder parts : and put 
them to a perpetual shame. . : » 

. 68 He refiised the tabecna- 
cle of Joseph : and chose not 
the tribe of Ephraim ; 

69 But chose the tribe qf 
Judah : even the hill pf Sioh 
which he loved. 

70 Ajad there he built his 
temple on high : and laid tbe 
foundation of it lijke the 
ground which he hath made 
continually.. 

71 He chose David also 
his. servant : and took him 
away from the sheep-folds. .

7 He shewed his ways un- 
to Moses : his works unto 
the children of Israel. 

8 The Lord is full of com- 
passion and mercy : long- 
suffering, and of great good- 
ness. 

9 He will not alway be 
chiding : neither keepeth he 
his anger for ever. 

10 He hath not dealt with 
us after our sins : nor re- 
warded us according to our 
wickednesses. 

1 1 For look how high the 
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hesven is in comparison of 
the earth : so great is hifi 
mercy also towara them that 
fear him. 

1 2 Look how wide also the 
east is from the west : so far 
liath he set our sins from us. 

13 Yea, like as a father 
pideth his own childreii ^ 
even so is the Lord mercifnl 
unto them that fear him. 

14 For he knoweth whene* 
of we are made : he remem* 
bereth that we are but dust. 

15 The days of man are 
but as grass : for he flourisb- 
eth as a flower of the field. . 

16 For as soon as t^e wind 
goeth over it, it is eone : and 
the place thereof shall know 
it no more. 

1 7 But the merciful good 
ness of the Lord endureth 
for ever and ever upon them 
that fear him : and his right- 
eousness upon children's chil- 
dren;

21 O praise the Lord, all 
ye his hosts : ye servants of 
his that do his pleasure. 
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22 O speak good of "tiie 
Lord, all y€ woks of his, in 
aU places of his dominkm : 
praise thou the Lord, O my 
floui.

19 They made a calf in 
Horeb : and worshij^ied the 
molten image.

And in unity of thb 
Godhead there be three Persona^ of 
one substance, power, and eternity; 
tiie Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghost. 

II. CftheWariar San 4f God,mMck 
UHU made very Man. 

THE Son, which is the Word fi^ 
the Father, begotten firom ever- 
lasting of the Fatlxr, the very and 
eternal God, and of one substance 
with the Father, took Man's nature in 
the womb of the blessed Virgin, of 
her substance : so that two whde and 
perfect Natures, that b to say, the 
Godhead and Manhood, were joined 
toother in one Person, never to be 
divided, whereof b one Christ, veir 
God, and very Man ; who truly suf- 
fered, was crucified, dead and buried, 
to reconcile hb Father to us, and to 
be a sacrifice, not only for original 
guilt, but also for actual sins of 
men. 

III. Of the gemg dawn of Ckrkt 
inta HeU, 

AS Christ died for us, and was 
buried, so also b it to be be- 
lieved, that he went down into Hell. 

'IV . Of the Resurrection of Christ, 

CHRIST did truly rise again from 
death, and took again hb body, 
with flesh, bones, and all things ap- 
pertaining to the perfection of Man's 
iiature; wherewith he ascended Into 
Heaven, and there sittetb, until he 
return to judge all Men at the last 
day. 
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V. Of the Hofy Ghost. 

THE Holy GhcKt, Moceading 
from the Father and the Son« 
b of one substance^ majesty, and 
glory, with the lather and the Son, 
very and eternal God. 

VI. Of the St^fdsmey <^ the hofy

HOLY Scriptera MUnbetli all 
things aecesaHy X<^ salvation: 
so that wlwtsaever b wa% raoA therein, 
nor may be proved thefahy, b not to 
be required hi any man, that it should 
be beueved asan article of the Faith, 
or be thought requisite of necessary 
to salvation.

AH the Books of the New Testa-

VII. Of the Old Tesia.nent. 

THE Old Testament is not con- 
trary to the New: for both in 
the Old and New Testament everlast- 
ing life is offered to Mankind by 
Christ, who is the only Mediator be- 
tween God and Man, t>eing both 
God and Man. Wherefore they are 
not to be heard, whicii feign that the 
old Fathers did look only for tran- 
sitory promises. Although the Law 
given from God by Moses, as touch- 
ing Ceremonies and Rites, do not 
bind Christian men, nor the Civil 
precepts thereof ought of necessity to 
Im^ received in any commonwealth ; 
yet notwitlistanding, no Christian man 
whatsoever b free from the obedience 
of the Conmiandments which are 
called Moral. 

VIII. Of the Ttvree Creeds. 

THE Three Creeds, Nicene Creed, 
Athanasiusa Creed, and that 
wfiich is commonly calle<l the Apo- 
stles* Creed, ought thoroughly to be 
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received and bdieved: for thev niav 
be proved by most certaui warnuit« oif 

holy Scripture. 



IX. Of Original or 

ORIGINAL Sin standeth not io 
tlie foHowiiig of Admm^ (as the 
Pelagians do vainly talk;) but it is 
the iauU and corruption of the nature 
of every man, that naturally is ingen- 
dered of the oiKprine of Adsun; 
whereby man is very nr gone from 
original rigtiteousnen, and is of his 
own nature inclined to evil, ao tbat 
the flesh lusteth always eootrary to 
the spirit ; and therefore in eveiy per- 
son bom into this worid, it deaerveth 
God's wrath and damnation. And 
this infection of nature doth remain^ 
yea in them that are regenenitod ; 
whereby the lust of tlie Aesli, called 
in the Greek, phronema sarkas^ which 
some do expound the wisdom^ some 
sensuality, some tlie affection, some 
the desire, of the flesh, is not suLject 
to the Law of God. And althoii^ 
there is no condemnation for tlieni 
that believe and are baptiied, yet the 
Apostle doth confess, tliat concupi- 
scence and lust hath of itself the na- 
ture of sin. 

X. OfFree-Will 

THE condition of Man after the 
fall of Adam is such, that he 
cannot turn and prepare himself, by 
his own natural strength and good 
works, to faith, and calling upon 
God : Wherefore we have no power 
to do good works pleasant and accept- 
able to (Tod, without the grace of 
God by Christ preventing us, that we 
may have a good will, and working 
with us, when we have that good will. 

XI. Of the Justification of Man. 

WE are accounted righteous be- 
fore God, only for the merit 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 
by Faith, and not for our own works 
or deserving^ : Wherefore, that we are 
justified by Faith only is a most whole- 
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tome Doctrine, and very full of com- 
. fort, IS more largely b enpretited in 
the HomiJy of Justification. 

XII. Of Good Work*. 

ALBEIT tbal Good Works, wliich 
are the fruiU of Faith, and fol- 
low after Justification, cannot put 
■away our sins, and endure tbe severity 

pf God's Judgement; yet are tbey 
fileawig and acceptable to God in 
iChnti, and do spnng out necessarily 
,of a true and lively Faith ; insomuch 

that by them a lively Faith may be as 

evidenth known as a tree discerned 

hy the fruit. 

Xlir. Of Worki bffan Jattifimtion. 

WORKS done before the grace 
of Christ, and tbe Inspirution 
of lib Spirit, are not pleasant to God, 
forasmuch as ihey spring not of laitb 
to Jesus Christ, neither do they make 
men meet to receive Krace, or (as the 
School-authors say) deserve grace of 
congruity: yea rather, for that tliey 
are not done as God hxth willed and 
commanded them to be done, we 
doubt not but they have the nature of 
un. 

XIV, Of Wi)rk$ of Suptrerogation. 

VOLUNTARY Works besides, 
over and above, God's Com- 
mandments, which they ciitl Works 
of Soperert^tioR, cannot be taught 
without arrogancy and impiety : for 
by them men do declnre, that tliey 
do not only render unto God as much 
as they are bound to do, but that they 
do more for his sake, than of bounden 
duty is rettuired : whereas Christ saith 
I^inly, Wiien ye have done all that 
are commanded to you, say. We are 
unprofitable servants. 

XV. Of Christ alone withoul Sin. 



all things, sin ouly except, from which 

he was clearly void, both in his flesh, 

and in his spirit. He came to be tbe

Lamb without spot, who, by sacrifice 
of himself once made, sliould take 
awav the sins of the worid, and sin, 
as ^int John saitb, was not in him.

XVI. Of Sin after Baptitm. 
OT every deadly sin willingly 
committed after Baptism is sin

donable. Wherefore the grant o 
penlaiice is not to be denied to sucli 
as fall into sin aAer Baptism. After 
we have received the Holy Ghost, wo 
may depart from grace given, and fall 
into sin, and by the grace of God we 
may arise again, and amend our lives. 
Ana therefore they are to be con- 
demned, wliich say, they can no more 
sin as long as they live boe, or deny 
the place of forgiveness to such as 
truly repent. 

XVII. Of Predtifinalion and EJrc- 

PREDE<?riNATION to Life is 
the everlasting purpose of God, 
whereby (before ihe foundations of 
the ivorid were laid) he hath con- 
stantly decreed by his counsel secret 
to us, to deliver from curse and dam^ 
nation those whom he hath chosen in 
Christ out of mankind, and to bring 
tlieni by Christ to everiasting salva- 
tion, as vessels made to honour- 
Wherefore, they which be endued 
with so excellent a benefit of God be 
called according to God's purpose by 
bis Spirit workUig in due season : they 
through Gtare obey the calling: they 
be justified fi'eely: they be made soiis 
of God by adoption : they be made 
like the image of bis only-begotten 
Son Jesus Christ : they walk religiously 
in good works, and at length, by 
God's niercy, (hey attain to evcrlast- 
bg felicity. 
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As the godly coiuideralioa of Pre- 
{■oHnatioD, and our Electioo in Christ, 
n full of sweet, pleasuit, and unspeak- 
able comftut to gpA\y persoui^ aod 
mifh Bt feel in tlwniKlTes the working 
of Hm Spirit of Chtist, mortifying the 
works M lb« flesh, and their earthly 
nemben, wd dmwaig up tbdr iniod 
lo high and beavealy tluags, a> wdl 
iMcause it doth gnall; establish and 
Gonfiivi their ftidi of Amal Sahation 
lo be ei^ycd througb ClHb. as be- 
cause it dotfa ferreutly kindle their 
love towards Ood: So, for cnriwu 
and canul persons, tackiug the ^ril 
of Christ, to have continually before 
diett eyes the sentence of God's 
PredesUnation, is a most dangerous 
dowiifid, whereby the Devil doth 
thnist them either into desperation, 
or into wretchlessness of most uuclean 
living, DO less perilous than despe- 
Imtion. 

Furthermore, we miisl receive God's 
promiMS in sudi wise, as tliey be 
generally set fortli to us in holy Scrip- 
ture : aod, in our dorugs, that Will of 
God is to be foUowrd, which we have 
expressly declared unto us in the Word 
of God. 

XVIII. Of obtaining eternal Saiva- 
litm onlif by the Name of Christ. 

THEY also are to be had accursed 
that presume to say. That every 
man shall )>e saved by the Law or 
Sect which he professeth, so that he 
be diligent to frame his life according 
lo that Law, and iIh; ligljt of Nature. 
For holy Scripture doth set out unto 
us only the Name of Jesus Christ, 
whereby men must he saved. 

XIX. Of Ihe Church. 

THE visible Cliuicli of Christ is a 
congregation of foithful men, in 
the which the pure Word of God is 
{■reached, and tae Sacraments be duly 
ministered according to Clirist's ordi- 
nance b all those things iliat of neces- 
■ily are requisite to the same. 
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I As the Cfaureii of fmiaafiwf, i*4 irir- 
' oMdria, and Atitiock, have enxd ; a» 
also the Church of Ahnc balfa amd, 
not only in tbetr living and manner of 
Cercmodiei, but -«bo m iwatUn of 
Faith. 

XX. Of the Amtkgritstflite Ctmvk. 

THE Chnreli hatb power to de«i«a 
Rite* or CeraamMs, aad w»- 
diority in Coatrovenies of Faitt : Aad 
yet it ii not lawAd for Ihe CbuNh to 
ordain any thng tbat is confaaiv to 
God's Word written, neither may it ao 
«Ki>ound one ptacc of Scriptore, ttat 
it be repugnant lo another. WIki». 
fore, although the Churcb be a wit- 
ness and a keeper of holy Writ, ytt, 
as it ought mt to decree any ttune 
agauist the same, so besides the same 
ought it not to eiAtrce any thing 



XXI. Of Ikt Amtimiiy tf 

CotmcUi. 

GENERAL Councils nny not be 
gathered together without the 
commandment and will of Princes. 
And when they be gulliered together, 
(forusmuch as they he an assemlily of 
men, whereof all be not governed 
witli the Spirit and Word of God,) 
they niay err, and sometintes have 
erred, even in things pertaining unto 
Ood. Wlierefure things ordained by 
them as necessary to salvation have 
neither strength nor authority, uiiWas 
it may be declared that they be taken 
out of holy Scripture. 

XXII. O/PiMffofoiy. 

THE Romish Doctrine couceniing 
Purgatory, Pardons, Wonhi|>- 
pmg and Adoiatioa, as well of Images 
as of lteli<{iies, and also invocation of 
Saints, is a fond tbing vainly invenleil, 
and grounded upon no warranty of 
Scripture, but rather repugnant l» 
thcWonlofOod. 
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XXIII. ©/■ Miniitering id tlu C<m- 

grfgation. 

IT ii not lawful for any man to take 
upon him tiK office of publick 
preaching, or miniiiteriag the Sacra- 
meiiU ill the CoiigregHtion, before he 
be lawfully called, and sent to execute 
the same. And those we ought to 
judge lawfullv called and sent, which 
be chosen anj called to this work by 
Bien who have publick authority given 
unto tiiein in the Congrefptiun, to 
call and send Ministers into the Lord's 
vmeyard. 

XXIV. OfspeaktJig in the Congrtga- 
tioti in such a tongtte as the people 
vnderitandrth. 

IT is a thing plainly repugnant to 
the Word of God, and the custom 
of the Primitive Church, to have pub- 
lick Prayer in the Church, or to mm- 
bter the Sacraments iu a tongue not 
understanded of the people. 

XXV. 0/ tke Sacramenta. 

SACRAMENTS ordained of Christ 
be not only badges or tokens of 
Christian men's profession, but rather 
they be certain sure wiluesses, and 
effectual signs of grace, and God's 

Sood will towards us, by the which he 
otii work invisibly in us, and doth 
not only quicken, but also strengthen 
and confirm our Faith in him. 

There are two Sacraments ordained 
of Christ our Lord b the Gospel, that 
is to say. Baptism, and the Supper of 
the Lord. 

Iliose five commonly called Sacra- 
ments, that is to say, Conffrmation, 
Penance, Onlers, Matrimony, and ex- 
treme Unction, are not to be counted 
for Sacraments of the Ootpel, being 
•nch as have grown partly of the cor- 
rupt following of the Apostles, partly 
are states of life allowed in the Scrip- 
tures ; but yet have not like nature of 
Sacraments with Baptism, and the 
Lord's Supper, for that they have not 
any visible sign or ceremony ordained 
of God. 
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The Sacraments were not ordained 
of Christ to be gazed upon, or to be 
carried about, but that we shiinld 
duly use them. And in such only as 
worthily receive the same they have « 
wholesome effect or operation : but 
they that receive them unworthily pur> 
chase to themselves damnation, U 
Saint PauJ saitli. 
XXVI. 0/ the Unieorlhinets of the 

JUinuters, which hinderg aot tkt 

0ect of the Sacrament. 

ALTHOUGH in the visible 
Church the evil be ever mingled 
with llie good, and sometimes tbe 
evil have chief authority in the Mini- 
stratiou «f the Word and Sacramenti, 
^et forasmuch as they do not the same 
m their own name, but in Christ's, and 
do minister by hi* commission and au- 
thority, we may use their Ministry, 
both in hearing; tlie Word of God, and 
in receiving of the Sacraments. Nei< 
titer is the effect of Christ's ordi- 
nance taken away by their wickednen, 
nor the gritce of God's gifts diminbhed 
from such as by faitli and rightly do 
receive the Sacraments ministered un- 
to them ; which be effectual, because 
of Christ's institution and promise, al- 
though they be ministered by evil 

Nevertheless, it appertaineth to the 
discipline of the Church, that enqujty 
be made of evil Ministers, and tind 
tliey be accused by those that have 
knowledge of their offences ; and fi- 
nally being found guilty, by juit 
judgement be deposed. 

XXVn. Of Baptism. 

BAPTISM is not only a ■«» of 
profession, and mark of differ- 
ence, whereby Christian men are dis- 
cerned from others that be not chin> 
tened, but it is also a sign of Regent- 
ration or new Birth, whereby, as by an 
instrument, they that receive Baptism 
rightly are grafted into the Church: 
the promises of forgivenass of sin, and 
of oar adoption to be the sou of God 
Cc 
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by the Holy Ghost, are visibly signed 
and sealed; Faith b confirmed, and 
Ghraoe increased by virtue of prayer 
unto God. The Baptism of youns 
Children is in any wise to be retained 
in the Church, as most agreeable with 
the institution of Christ. 

XXVIII. Of the Lord:* Supper. 

THE Supper of the Lord b not 
only a sign of the love that Chris- 
tians ought to have among themselves 
pile to another ; but rather is a Sacra- 
.ment of our Redemption by Christ's 
4eatli: insomuch that to such as 
rightly, worthily, and with faith, re- 
ceive the same, the Bread which we 
break b a partaking of the Body of 
Christ ; and likewise the Cup of Bless- 
ing is a partaking of the Blood of 
Christ. 

TVausubstantiation (or the change 
of the substance of Bread and Wine) 
in the Supper of the Lord, cannot be 
proved by holy Writ; but b repug- 
itant to the plain words of Scripture, 
overthnAveth the nature of a Sacra- 
ment, and hath given occasion to 
many superstitions. 

The Body of Christ b given, taken, 
and eaten, in the Supper, only after an 
heavenly and spiritual manner. And 
the mean whereby the Body of Ciirbt 
b received and eaten hi the Sup|>er 
u Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord's Supper 
was not by Christ's ordinance reserved, 
carried about, lifted up, or worship- 
ped. 

XXIX. Of the Wicked wfuch eat not 
the Body of Christ in the use of the 
Lord's Supper, 

THE Wicked, and such as be void 
of a lively faith, although they 
do carnally and visibly press with their 
teeth (as Saint Augustine saitli) the 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of 
Christ, yet in no wis^ are they par- 
takers of Christ : but rather, to their 
condemnation, do eat and drink the 
sign or Sacrament of so great a thing. 
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XXX. Ofbothkmeb. 

THE Cup of the Lord b not to be 
denied to the Lay-people: for 
both the parts of the Lord's Sacra- 
ment, by Christ's ordinance and com- 
mandment, ouglit to be ministered to 
all Chrbtian men alike. 

XXXI. Of the one ObhUioH of Ckrisi 
finished upom the Crass. 

THE Offering of Christ once imde 
b that pe^ect redempttoo, pro- 
pitiation, and satbfiiction, for all the 
sins of the whole world, both origioal 
and actual ; and there b none other 
satisfaction for sin, but tliat aloue. 
Wherefore the sacrifices of Masses, in 
the which it was commonly said, that 
the Priest did offer Chnst for the 
quick and the dead, to ha\'e remisaioo 
of pain or guilt, were blasphemous 
fables, and dangerous deceits. 

XXXII. Of the Marriage of Priests. 

BISHOPS, Priests, and Deacons, 
are not couunanded by God's 
Law, either to vow the esjitate of single 
life, or to abstain from marriage : 
therefore it is lawful for them, as for 
all other Christian men, to marry at 
their own discretion, as they shall 
judge the same to !»erve better to god- 
liness. 

XXXIII. Of excommunicate Persons, 
how they are to be avoided. 

THAT person which by open de- 
nunciation of the Church is 
rightly cut off from the unity of tlie 
Church, and excommunicated, ought 
to be taken of the whole multitude of 
tlie faithful, as an Heathen and Publi- 
can, until he be openly reconciled by 
penance, and received into the Chnrcli 
by a Judge that hath authority tiiere- 
unto. 

XXXIV. Of the Traditions of the 

Church. 

IT b not necessary that Traditions 
and Ceren^onies be in all places 
one, and utterly like ; for at all tiines 
they have been divers, and may lie 
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dianged according to the diTersities of 
couDtries^ times, and raen*s mauners, 
so that nothing be ordained against 
God's Word. Whosoever through his 
private judgement, willincly and pur- 
posely, doth openly brealc the tradi- 
tions and ceremonies of the Church, 
which be not repugnant to the Word 
of God, and be ordained and approv- 
ed by common authority, ought to be 
rebuked openly, (that others may fear 
to do the like,) as he that offendeth 
against the common order of the 
Church, and hurteth the autiiority of 
the Magistrate, and woundeth the con- 
sciences of the weak brethren. 

Every particular or national Church 
hath authority to ordain, change, and 
abolish, ceremonies or rites of the 
Church ordained only by man's au- 
thority, so tliat all things be done to 
•difying. 

XXXV. Of the Homilies. 

THE second Book of Homilies, the 
several titles whereof we have 
joined under this Article, doth contain 
a godly and wholesome Doctrine, and 
necessary for these times, as doth the 
former Book of Homilies, which were 
mi forth in the time of Edward the 
Sixth ; and tlierefore we judge them 
to be read in Churches by the Mini- 
sters, diligently and distinctly, that 
tbey may be understanded of the 
people*

XXXVI. €f Consecration of Bishops 
and Ministers. 

THE Book of Consecration of 
Archbishops and Bishops, and 
Ordering of Priests and Deacons, 
lately set forth in the time of Edward 
the Sixth, and confirmed at the same 
time by authority of Parliament, doth 
contain all things necessary to such 
Consecration and Ordering: neither 
hath it any thing, that of itself b super- 
stitious and ungodly. And therefore 
whosoever are coasecrated or ordered 
according to the Rites of that Book, 
since the second year of the foreuamed 
King Edward imto this time, or Here- 
after shall be consecrated or ordered 
according to the same Rites ; we de- 
cree all such to be rightly, orderly, and 
lawfully consecrated and ordered. 

XXXVn. Cf the CivU Magistrates. 

THE King's M^esty hath the chief 
power in this Realm of England, 
and other his Dominions, unto whom 
the chief Government of all Elstates of 
this Realm, whether they be Ecclesias- 
tical or Civil, in all causes doth apper- 
tain, and is not, nor ought to be, sub- 
ject to any foreign Jurisdiction. 

Where we attribute to the King's 
Msyesty tlie chief government, by 
which Titles we understand the minds 
of some slanderous folks to be offend- 
ed; we give not to our Princes tlie 
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mioBteriiig either of God's Word, or 
of the Sacraments, the which thing the 
Iqf mictions also lately set forth by Eli- 
tahfih our Queen do most plainly 
testify; but that only prerogative, 
whidi we see to have oetn given al- 
ways to all godly Princes in holy 
Scriptures by God himself; that is, 
that tliey should rule all states and 
degrees committed to their charge by 
God, whether they be Ecclesiastical or 
Temporal, and restrain with the civil 
sword the stubborn and evil-doers. 

The Bishop of Ronu hath no juris- 
diction m this Realm of England, 

The Laws of the Reahn may punish 
Christian men with death, for heinous 
and grievous offences. 

It is lawful for Christian men, at 
the commandment of the Magistrate, 
to wear weapons, and serve in the 
wars.

Notwithstanding, every 
man ought, of such things as he pos- 
sesseth, liberally to give alma to tiie 
poor, according to his ability. 

XXXIX. Of a Christum mm's Oath. 

AS we confess that vain and rash 
Swearing is forbidden Christian 
men by our Lord Jesus Christ, and 
James his Apostle, so we judge, that 
Christian Religion doth not prohibit, 
but that a man may swear when the 
Magistrate requireth, in a cause of 
faith and charity, so it be done accord- 
ing to the Prophet's teaching, injustice, 
judgement, and truth.
